2. To have submitted to it, and to report to the Secretary of State upon 
all plans for new hospitals and standard plans for barracks and 
standing camps. (Paragraph 8.) 

3. To select sites for new hospitals in conjunction with the Army 
Sanitary Committee, and to be responsible for the preparation of 
plans for specifications either through the Works Department or 
by the employment, in exceptional cases, of civilian architects and 
surveyors. 

4. Every year to take into consideration the Inspection Report of the 
Advisory Board, and the requisitions from the General Officers 
Commanding relating to hospitals in their command, and to 
prepare for submission to the Secretary of State an estimate 
showing the amount and allocation of proposed expenditure 
under this head. | 


5. Forthwith to initiate, and with the authority of the Secretary of 
State to carry out, a scheme for the gradual and systematic 
renovation of military hospitals as regards structure and 
equipment.

' The minutes of the previous meeting were, with amendments, confirmed. 


The following minute, addressed to the Secretary of State, in accordance 
with the decision of the Committee at the last meeting, regarding the 
establishment of convalescent homes and the treatment of the less serious 
cases in barrack rooms, was read by the Chairman and approved :— 


“Tn accordance with para. 5 of the Office Memorandum, under which it 
has been constituted, the Army Hospitals Committee has already begun to 
consider a scheme for the gradual and systematic renovation of military 
hospitals as regards structure and equipment. The Committee find, 
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however, that their treatment of this question hinges upon the policy which 
the Secretary of State is prepared to adopt in regard to the following 
recommendations of the Re-organisation Committee, A.M.S. :— 


“Para, 59. With the view of reducing the number of slight cases of 
illness in hospital and thus providing accommodation for those of a 
serious nature, convalescent homes shall be established in each 
district to which soldiers recovering from a severe illness may be 
sent. ‘hese homes, which are intended for men who are so far 
recovered as to be able to dispense with the services of nurses, shall 
be visited daily by a medical officer. 


‘Para. 60. Medical officers in charge of units shall be instructed to 
retain in barracks cases of injury or illness of a trivial character 
which are likely only to interfere for a few days with a soldier’s 
performance of his duties. 


‘Para. 61. For the reception of such cases a barrack room shall be set 
aside when available, in which they will be attended by the medical 
officer in charge of the unit. The medical officers will, however, as 
far as possible treat light cases of illness as out-patients. 


“ Para. 62. In small stations where no military hospitals are available, 
arrangements can be made with the authorities of the local civil 
hospitals for the admission thereto of cases requiring treatment as 
in-patients.” 


“ It will be noted that these paragraphs suggest an economy of hospital 
accommodation in the following directions :— 


“(1.) By the treatment of trivial cases in barracks, the men remaining 
under regimental discipline. This may be effected either by using 
ordinary barrack rooms for the purpose, or by setting apart a special 
barrack room, and if the latter alternative is preferred, it seems 
likely that in certain stations some of the vacated hospital buildings 
may be available for this purpose. 


‘«(2.) By drafting to convalescent homes soldiers who would otherwise 
occupy hospital beds, 


‘As an indication of the exceeding importance of this question from the 
financial point of view it may be stated that, so far as their inquiries have 
gone, the Committee is satisfied that of the total 53 per cent. of the strength 
allowed for hospital accommodation, under the present regulations, not less 
than 2? per cent is taken up by trivial cases, which, if authority is given, 
would be at once retained in barrack rooms. In other words, instead of 
fresh hospitals being required, there is at the present time an actual excess 
of accommodation, though unfortunately much of it is hopelessly unsuitable 
for its purpose. 


“There is yet another aspect of the problem which is engaging the 
attention of the Committee, namely, the possibility of concentrating serious 
cases in selected hospitals, and some such policy would seem to be imperative 
when regard is had to the absolute impossibility, for financial reasons, of 
bringing every little military hospital up to a standard of efficiency 
comparable with that attained by civil hospitals in ordinary provincial 
towns. What seems to be a practical solution of the difficulty is the 
provision in various districts of thoroughly well-equipped military hospitals 
for the reception of serious cases, these hospitals being so situated that 
patients may be brought to them from a distance by means of an efficient 
horse and train ambulance service. The expense of such a service would be 
insignificant in comparison with the prohibitive cost of keeping up the 
present number of hospitals in a condition of full efficiency. 


‘‘It may serve to indicate the general policy of the Committee if we 
consider the various classes of sick soldiers for whom provision must be made, 
and how it is proposed to make it :— 

*‘(a.) Trivial cases averaging 23 per cent. of the total 53 per cent. of all 

cases. ‘These will be treated, if authority be given, in ordinary 
or special barrack rooms. 
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“(b.) Venereal and itch cases.—These will be treated in hospitals of 
considerable size, to which the patients would proceed either by 
foot, train, or by ambulance. The wards for these patients may 
be in the same hospitals as the wards for serious cases, but the 
style of accommodation and equipment would be very different 
from that which we propose to establish for soldiers suffering 
from serious disease. It will also be possible to make use of the 
relatively less well-constructed existing hospitals for the reception 
of these venereal and itch cases. 


“‘(c.) Infectious cases.—Arrangements will be made where possible to 
have them received into the local civil infectious hospital. Where 
this is not practicable, existing buildings will be utilised with an 
arrangement for the nursing of any specially grave case, ¢.g., 
diphtheria, by female nurses sent down from head-quarters. 


“(d.) Serious cases.—These will be treated in first-grade military 
hospitals, so selected as to serve several surrounding stations, 
and the patients will be brought to the central hospital by means 
of an ambulance service. Where this is not practicable, arrange- 

_ments will be made for their treatment in civil hospitals, or (for 
cases which cannot be moved) in small wards, nursed by special 
female nurses sent from head-quarters. 


*Hnough has been said to indicate the main lines upon which the 
Committee is proceeding, but it is obvious that every district and practically 
every hospital will have to receive detailed consideration before the 
Committee will be in a position to advise the Secretary of State as to the 
best means of utilising such accommodation as exists, and of providing 
for necessary requirements in the most economical manner. Inasmuch as the 
plans for the Pembroke Hospital are now ready for tender, and it is pressing 
that something should be done without delay, the Committee is dealing first 
with the Western District, working upon the basis of the latest proposed 
distribution of troops in the various stations. Before, however, anything 
can be definitely settled, it is necessary that we should have a decision of the 
Secretary of State upon the disposal of trivial cases. In the case of the 
Pembroke Hospital, which is now designed for 75 patients, the reduction 
in the necessary accommodation would amount, if this principle be conceded, 
to 38 beds, or in other words, a hospital only half the size of that now 
proposed would be adequate. In this instance alone a saving in capital 
expense of about 10,000/. would be at once effected, with of course a 
considerable diminution in permanent charges, ‘T’his illustration is perhaps 
sufficient to show how desirable it is that a speedy decision should be given 
for the guidance of the Committee.

The Sub-Committce has taken into careful consideration the plans of the 


proposed Isolation Hospital at Hounslow remitted to it at the last meeting of 
the Hospitals Committee, and a separate memorandum by Colonel Bagot is 


appended to this report indicating w 


hy the final estimate so largely exceeds 


the provision made in last year’s estimates. 

The Sub-Committee has also reviewed the various points raised in the 
papers, and deals with them in the course of its Report. 

1. The accommodation provided in the Hounslow Isolation Hospital is 


based upon the figures shown in Hounslow 7/167, and amounts, as may be 
recollected, to 13 beds for measles, 13 for scarlet fever, and five beds for 
diphtheria, together with two Observation Wards for cases of doubtful 
diagnosis. Quite apart from statistics, ib will probably be conceded, as 
a matter of common sense, that this accommodation cannot be regarded as 
excessive for between 7,000 and 8,000 troops. It is no doubt possible to 
continue present arrangements, by which no accommodation is provided for 
measles, whilst scarlet fever and diphtheria cases in the London garrison pass 
into the charge of the Metropolitan Asylums Board. But that Board has 
stated that the arrangement is of a temporary character, and it will certainly 
be terminated whenever the pressure on their beds becomes urgent. It is, of 


ff 


7 


course, just at such a crisis that an epidemic may be expected amongst the 
London troops, necessarily coming into contact with the civilian population, 
and the Government will assuredly have to meet an outery for neglect in 
taking steps to provide for so obvious a contingency. The Sub-Committee 
at least cannot take the responsibility for a policy of laissez-faire in this 
matter. . 


2. The Sub-Commitiee has further re-considered the character of the 
structure. It is absolutely opposed, as, indeed, is the Local Government 
Board, te the construction of huts and such like temporary erections for 
fever cases. Whilst less expensive to begin with, in the long run they are 
more costly, besides lacking the comfort and equable temperature of a brick 
building. From motives of economy the Committee has already recom- 
mended for Hounslow 9-inch brickwork instead of the 14 inches usually 
adopted by the Royal Engineers, and the finish of the building in sirapite 
plaster is inexpensive. As regards the criticism that the cost is increased by 
the instailation of a warming apparatus, this must be admitted; but the 
alternative is the almost continuous use of open fires during the cold weather, 
for it must he remembered that a single-storied building standing in the 
open, and not continuously occupied, will become cooled to the temperature 
of the surrounding air, and will prove not only uncomfortable, but an actual 
source of danger to scarlet fever patients transferred to it in the winter 
months, and exposed to the serious risk of acute nephritis supervening upon 
chill. It must surely, therefore, be better to arrange that the wards, even 
though unoccupied, shall be kept reasonably warm by the circulation of a 
small stream of hot water through pipes and radiators. Asa matter of fact, 
the estimate for the heating comes out at rather less than 1,000/., and it 
appears to the Sub-Committee that the expenditure is entirely defensible. 


3. It would be possible to effect a saving of about 1,035/. by the omission 
of the Nurses’ Quarters and the Observation Wards. But if this is done, it 
must be clearly understood that there will be no means of nursing acute cases 
in the Hospital with a female staff, because nurses are not available for the 
purpose from our general Hospitals, nor can we hire them from outside, 
unless lodging is provided for them in the Isolation Hospital. If, however, 
it 1s to be decided that the soldier suffering from diphtheria, in which the 
highest nursing skill goes for so much, is to be precluded from obtaining that 
assistance, then the responsibility for this decision must rest elsewhere than 
with’ the Sub-Committee. 


4, The Sub-Committee, therefore, reccmmends that sanction should be given 
for the increase of the total estimate from 5,000/. to 12,000]. Wath reference to 
the Secretary of State’s minute of 4.9.03, the Sub-Committee would urge very 
strongly that as this work has hitherto been a Vote 10 service, 1,000/. having 
already been spent in 1902-05, the provision of the funds required should be 
made on the Vote. This will entail no excess charge on the Vote for 1903-04, 
as 4,000/. has been provided for this service, and there is no possibility of 
this amount being exceeded. It is pointed out that, so far as can at present 
be foreseen, the amount available in the loan for work on hospitals will fall 
far short of the requirements.

The original proposal contemplated providing only 12 beds in all, and 
these were to be in huts moved from the hut hospital in the Militia hutment, 
and this service was estimated and entered in B.A.E., 1902-038, at 5,000/., 
with concurrence of A.M.D. 

In July 1902, however, G.O.C. put forward a fresh proposal. 

The P.M.O., Home District, objected to the moving of any of the 
hospital huts, and pressed for a new Isolation Hospital for Hounslow and 
surrounding places, and for London and Windsor, which had not been 
originally proposed. 

This scheme was estimated by G.O.C. at 7,045/. in hutting ; this estimate, 
after some correspondence, reaching 7,5001.

At this stage the question came before the Army Hospitals Committee, 
which had recently been formed, having been referred to it by the Advisory 
Board.

These reports were noted for con- 
sideration when the scheme for 
Centralisation of Hospitals is being 
worked out in detail. 


The closing of the Hospital at 
Bradford was noted, and it was agreed 
that D.G.A.M.S. should be asked to 
arrange for the transfer of the acute 
cases to the Civil Hospital in the town, 
and the transportable cases to York. 


It was noted that the proposals 
regarding the treatment of sick in 
quarters contained in the Committee’s 
memorandum to the Secretary of 
State (see Minutes of 3rd Meeting) had 
been embodied in Army Order 158 of 
1903.

ARMY HOSPITALS COMMITTEE. 


CENTRALISATION OF HOSPITAL ACCOMMODATION. 


CLASSIFICATION OF THE SICK. 


In the treatment of the sick at the Military Stations in Great Britain 
and Ireland and in the Channel Islands the following propositions are 
made : = ® 


--1. Cases of illness or injury of a trivial character will be retained and 
floated in barracks as now provided. During such treatment the men will 
remain under regimental discipline and will be attended by the Medical Officer 
in charge of the unit. 


The cases here indicated are such as would be treated as out- patients in a 
civil hospital, cases in which the man does not need to be “ warded” and, .in 
which—although unable to do full duty—he would be able to do some duty— 
or would not at least be entirely incapacitated. 


As examples of such cases may be cited : contusions and sprains (not of a 
severe type), fractures of phalanges, boils which can be readily dressed, 
lumbago, dental cases undergoing treatment, simple eye and ear affections, 
reduced dislocations of the upper extremity, piles not requiring operation, 
certain skin affections, subacute orchitis, and the many conditions which are 
classed as ‘‘ minor ailments.” 


_ From this series would be particularly excluded itch and venereal cases in 
the contagious stages. 


Certain slight tertiary syphilitic manifestations would come under the 
category of ‘ trivial cases.” 


It is estimated that if the cases above alluded to are treated as out patients 
in barracks the number of cases requiring to be treated in hospital might 
possibly not exceed 3 per cent. of the strength at the station. 


“In the actual allotting of the number of beds for any given station there 
is no doubt but that this percentage will be exceeded. In the total number 
of beds aceredited to a hospital are included the beds in the prisoners’ ward, 
the ophthalmic ward, and the ward for lunatics. In a hospital of, say, 60 beds. 
the accommodation in these special wards would: be included in the total 
number of beds, and such hospital, therefore, would hardly meet the require- 
ments of a garrison of 2,000 men. An estimate of 3? per cent. would need 
75 beds for such a garrison, and this would probably meet the demands of 
the station for hospital accommodation. 


In Ireland, on account of the comparatively little use which can be made 
of civil hospitals, the percentage of hospital accommodation for the sick 
will have to be higher than in England and Scotland, since hardJy any civil 
hospitals, either general or infectious, are available 


The patients who are partially incapacitated af “illness or injury of a 
trivial character” can be treated in the ordinary barrack room. In ijarge 
stations it would be convenient when possible to provide a special barrack 
room for these men. It must be understood, however, that they are patients 


who require no nursing, no especial scale of diet, and no assistance other than 
can be afforded them by their comrades. 


The majority of the Principal Medical Officers who attended the meetings 
of the Sub-Committee to express their views were of opinion that a small 
barrack room would be needed for cases of this type. The Sub-Committee. 
endorse this view, provided that such barrack room be retained under 
regimental discipline and that existing accommodation can be appropriated 
for this purpose. 


2. Wherever possible convalescent homes will be established to which soldiers 
recovering from severe illness can be transferred. Men sent to such homes 
will be so far recovered as to be able tu dispense with the services of nurses, 
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and with other than casual medical supervision. There is no present intention 
of building convalescent homes, but under the arrangement now detailed 
certain hospitals in each district will be evacuated either entirely or in part 
and some of these: are admirably adapted for convalescent homes. As 
examples of such buildngs may be cited the hospitals at Newhaven and 
Scarborough. There will be no difficulty in providing one such convalescent 
home in each military district. Thereis no proposal to make use of civil 
convalescent homes. It will have to be made evident that the convalescent 
home will, in addition to securing a speedier recovery to the patient, effect 
an economy by causing a less demand upon hospital beds. 


3. The cases not included in either of the above categories represent those 
for which hospital treatment is required. These embrace all cases of serious 
illness or injury, all cases which, although not actually acute or serious, need 
to be “ warded” for one reason or another, and the cases of itch and venereal 
disease. It is stated that 33 per cent. of the cases at present treated in 
military hospitals are examples. of venereal, disease. This is an important 
consideration in arranging for the disposal of the sick at various stations. 


Statistics prepared by Major McCulloch give the average number of men 
‘constantly sick ” from venereal diseases as 33°6 in the years from 1858 to 
1902 inclusive. ‘The statistics are those of the hospitals in. the United 
Kingdom. | ) foo 


CLASSIFICATION OF HOSspPITALs. 


In considering the detailed arrangement for ‘the disposal of the sick; it is. 
convenient to divide the hospitals roughly into three grades.» a: RRR 
The Hospitals of the First Grade are the great central military hospitals. 
These should be complete in themselves, and in a position to undertake the 
treatment of cases of every description. ‘They must be equipped for the 
carrying out of operations of all kinds, for the application of all recognised 
methods of treatment, and for the efficient cure of venereal disease and 
parasitic skin affections. pee ii pry 
These hospitals will receive from the immediate districts they control all 
cases of illness and injury except those which are classed as ‘‘ trivial,’ and 
are treated in barracks, and those convalescent cases which may be disposed 
of elsewhere. As examples of such hospitals, the following may be noted in | 
Great. Britain:—Those of Aldershot, N etley, Devonport, Woolwich, and on 
Salisbury Plain. Toye at os isnt al 
The Hospitals of the Second Grade are smaller hospitals in size, but 
similar in type to the first-grade hospitals so far as to be complete in equip- 
ment and in a position to act independently. Such hospitals are established 


under one or other of the two following conditions :— 


1. When the station is isolated, as at Pembroke Dock, or is inconveniently 
placed for the transference of cases to other stations, as in the instance 
of Warley. i+ sedtaid od ¢ 


2. When the hospital makes a very convenient centre for a district, e.9- 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, and Preston... -* " oe 


These hospitals—with the exception of those in isolated positions—will. 
recelve patients from certain stations, and will therefore be provided with a. 
larger number of beds than is required for the actual garrison in which they 
happen to be placed. | ) E sect aditale: 

They will be provided with operating theatres, and with equipment 
comparable to what is found in a well organised civil hospital with a like 
number of beds. They would lack certain less commonly used appliances 
for treatment which would be provided in the hospitals of the fiist grade. 

In connection with the present grade of hospital may be con- 
sidered certain hospitals which may be required to meet the needs 
of stations presenting peculiar features. These stations possess 
large garrisons, are situated in towns with comparatively small civil 
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hospitals, and are yet near to a large central hospital of the first 
grade.’ As examples, may be given Canterbury and Dover. The 
former has a present strength of 1,604 men (subject, it is said, 
to enlargement) and the -latter a strength of 2,692 men. The 
central hospital with which these stations would be associated is 
Shorncliffe, which is 17 miles from Canterbury and 84 miles from 
Dover, with a good train service in each instance. It would be 
unwise to leave these two stations without any military hospital. If 
so left they would have to trust entirely to the civil hospitals for 
the reception of all acute cases, and would send on to Shorncliffe all 
patients who could travel without risk or inconvenience. The civil 
hospital at Canterbury has 104 beds, while that at Dover has only 
40 beds. 


To meet the needs of stations like Canterbury and Dover, 
therefore, it will be necessary to leave at each station a small 
hospital which would deal solely with acute cases of illness and 
severe cases of injury, with such cases, indeed, as could not be 
“moved to Shorncliffe without risk to the patients. All patients who 
could travel would he sent on at once to Shorncliffe, and these would 
obviously represent: by far the larger proportion of. the sick. It is 
desirable that in these small hospitals female. nurses, sent from 
headquarters when required, should be largely employed. 


The Hospitals of the Third Grade include by far the largest number of 
military hospitals. They are the hospitals of small stations. Hospitals of 
this class are found in stations the greater number of which have a garrison 
of less than 600 men. A very large number are under 500, and in some the 
garrisons are no larger than 383 or even 154 men. Many of these hospitals 
will be closed and converted into reception stations, some will become second- 
grade hospitals, some will be transformed into small reception. hospitals 
with arrangements for special female nursing. 

The disposal of the numerous hospitals which come within the present 
section may be conveniently dealt with under the three following categories :— 


1. Where several small hospitals can be combined into one second grade 
hospital.—There are many instances in which stations placed comparatively 
near to one another are yet inconvenientiy situated for the despatching of 
their sick to one of the large central hospitals. In such instances two or 
three hospitals may be conveniently replaced by one building, which forms ‘a 
second grade centre. For example, the hospitals at Yarmouth and Norwich 
may be replaced by one at Norwich, and the hospitals at Chester, Wrexham, 
and Shrewsbury by one at Wrexham. reds 


2. Where the station.ts near to a good civil hospital.—There are very many 
examples of this association. In all such instances it will be most convenient 
that the military hospital should be entirely closed, Reception Stations only 
being retained, and. that all cases of acute illness or severe injury should 
be sent to the civil hospital. All cases of infectious disease will. also. be 
sent to a civil hospital, as is the present practice at nearly every small 
station. The cases which do:not come under the two. classes just men- 
tioned—the cases, indeed, which:can travel without risk or inconvenience 
—will be sent to the nearest central military hospital. 


As examples of such. hospitals may be cited Hxeter, with a garriscn of 
1,000 men, and Weymouth, with a garrison of 154 men. The acute and 
urgent cases can well be treated. in the excellent civil hospitals in the 
respective towns, while the cases capable of being safely moved can be sent 
from Exeter to Devonport, and from Weymouth to Winchester. In connection 
with these two examples it may be mentioned that the present hospital at 
Exeter can never be made efficient on account of the inconvenient, and 
dilapidated state of the building, and the hospital at Weymouth has been 


condemned as unfit for occupation as a hospital. : 


8. Where the station is at some distance from a good civil hospital.—Certain 
of these stations are in isolated. positions, others are comparatively far 
removed from any large town, As examples of hospitals so placed may be 
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cited Sheerness, with a garrison of 680 men, Shoeburyness, with 308 men, and 
Portland, with 154, : 

In these stations all patients who can be moved with safety and without 
discomfort will be sent to the nearest large hospital : Shoeburyness to Warley, 
Sheerness to Chatham, and Portland to Winchester. Provision at each 
station will have to be made for cases of acute illness or severe injury, and 
this will take the form of Reception Hospitals on a somewhat larger scale 
than the Ewshott pattern. The cases in these hospitals could no doubt be 
nursed by female nurses sent down from headquarters, They would all he 
serious cases, patients too ill to be moved to the nearest station, 


GENERAL COMMENTS. 


It will be observed from the above account that the cases to be treated at 
wilitary stations come under five classes :— 


1. The trivial cases which are treated in barracks and correspond to the 
‘minor casualties ’’ and out-patients of civil hospitals. 


2. The convalescent patients who are disposed of in convalescent homes. 


8. Those patients who are able to travel without risk or inconvenience 
to themselves from one station to another either by ambulance or by train. 
These transportable cases would correspond to the “ sitting-up cases ” in active 
service. ‘They represent the great bulk of the sick and injured who have to be 
dealt with. They include the venereal cases, the cases of parasitic skin disease, 
the cases of injury which, while not trivial on the one hand, yet allow the patient 
to travel without risk or inconvenience on the other; the cases of illness which 
fall under the same category, a large proportion of the ophthalmic, dental, 
and aural cases; and those patients who need operations of expediency, such 
as the radical cure of hernia or of hydrocele. All the cases which come under 
this extensive class will be sent to certain centres for treatment. 1tis obvious 
that, so far at least as the itch cases are concerned, special ambulance 
arrangements must be made. It is probable, also, that for cases other 
than these special arrangements will have to be considered when the transport 
is by train. | 

Tt has been said that both commanding officers and men would object to 
the practice of sending sick men away from their stations. The Principai 
Medical Officers of certain districts have urged that this practice would be 
extremely unpopular in the service. So far as the married men at a station 
are concerned there is no doubt that the objection is sound, and that it 
should be met by taking every possible care to keep such men, when sick, at 
their respective stations. With regard to the men who are unmarried it is 
difficult to understand why they should object to be sent to the hospital, 
where their disease or injury can be the better treated. The objection— 
founded as it is on a not unreasonable sentiment—has little weight in civil 
life. The hospitals in London and in other great centres contain a very large 
proportion of patients—-married and single—who have travelled considerable 
distances to obtain what they consider to be better treatment than they could 
obtain at their own homes. Whatever prejudice may exist m the army 
against the proposed practice, it can hardly be so potent as to justify the 
mainienance of very numerous small hospitals throughout the country at a 
prohibitive expenditure. 


It is mainly from small stations that this transport of the sick would take 
place, and the men on arriving at their respective destinations would find 
themselves among a certain number of their old comrades. 

4. The cases of acute tliness and severe injury which cannot be moved from 
one station to another without risk or inconvenience to the patient—‘‘ non- 
transportable cases.” ; 

As examples of this class of case may be cited acute pneumonia, acute 
rheumatism, perforative peritonitis, strangulated hernia, fractures of the 
pelvis, or thigh, severe injuries of any kind. ve 

Throughout the whole of the country, arrangements will be made for the 
treatment of these serious cases on the spot. ; 9 
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They will in every instance remain at their station and be treated there. 
There is no question of their removal from their station by either train or 
ambulance. Patients belonging to this category who are at large stations, 
such as Woolwich, Aldershot, Salisbury, Bulford, or Devonport will be, of 
course, at once taken to the central hospital belonging to their station. 


Patients at smaller stations with hospitals of the second grade, will 
also be received direct into the hospital of the station, as would be the case 
at Warley, Norwich, Edinburgh, and Glasgow. — 


Patients at the smaller stations, with hospitais classed as of the third 
grade, will be sent either to civil bospitals with which arrangements have 
been made, as at such towns as Bristol cr Dorchester (both with a garrison 
of only 522 men), or where there is no civil hospital at hand they would 
be taken into the small Reception Hospital which will be maintained at every 
station so situated. Shoeburyness affords an example of such a station. 


For the acute, and non-transportable cases, therefore, there is at every 
station, small or large, ready accommodation at hand, so that the man who 
is taken suddenly ill or who is the subject of a severe accident can at once 
be placed in a ward and receive immediate attention. | 


Comparatively little use can be made of civil hospitals in Ireland, as 
suitable hospitals exist in only a few of the larger towns. 


5. The cases of infectious disease. ‘These will, in districts commanded by 
the large military hospitals, be received into the isolation blocks connected 
with those hospitals, and in the casa of the smaller stations the patients will 
be sent to the civil hospitals, as is almost uniformly the practice at the 
present time. 


Jt may be argued that it is undesirable to send acute cases of disease and 
serious cases of injury to civil hospitals, inasmuch as opportunities for 
acquiring experience will be lost to the R.A.M.C. officer. As a matter of 
fact this practice is already very common at the smaller stations throughout 
the country at the present day, nor indeed are major operations now 
performed except at the largest stations. It is only at these large hospitals 
that any operation room will be found. ‘ ‘Throughout the whole of Scotland 
“there is no surgical operating room, or even an attempt to provide 
‘“‘ arrangements for carrying out a surgical operation” (Inspections Report). 
The proposed arrangement for transfer would be open to little objection if the 
Military Medical Officer were to make a point of following the progress of 
his case in the civil hospital, and were thus to be brought more into contact 
with civil practice. The cases, moreover, sent to civil hospitals cannot be 
numerous, and it would be impossible to contemplate the expense of main- 
taining efficient hospitals at every small military station for the sake of the 
least common class of case and for the sake of securing no loss of experience 
to the Military Medical Officer. . 

In arranging for the centralising of the hospitals care has been taken to 
prevent the crowding of the great central hospitals already in existence by 
the influx of patients from new districts. It has not been overlooked that 
extensive hospital accommodaticn must always be provided for troops 
returning from abroad. ? 

It is not proposed to send any additional patients to Woolwich, Netley, or 
Aldershot (except as regards Guildford). 1t would be convenient to send a 
certain number to London. 3 


Finally, in disposing of the smaller hospitals every attempt has been made 
to make the fullest use-of the few good hospitals which exist, to discourage 
the building of new hospitals, and the adding of additional wings except 
-where it is ‘absolutely demanded. 

In estimating the accommodation required at any given hospital it is 
to be borne in mind that provision must be made for the examination of 
‘recruits and for the treatment of women and children. | 

Considerable additions, will have to be made to the hospitals at several 
stations. Nevertheless, these additions are infinitely less than would be 

required if. the old standard of accommodation for the sick were, adherea to, 
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At many stations the present number 4 beds is. below that required for the 
latest. approved garrisons, even when the accommodation for the sick is 
estimated at so low a standard as 3 per cent. 


For instance—taking the N.W. District ere ethors are at present 72 a 2 
beds at Lichfield. The garrison of that station has been raised from 982 
(in 1902) to 2,584 men. On the estimate of 8 per cent. about 78 beds 
will be required, while an estimate of 33 per cent. will need 98 beds. 
Warwick has only 14 + 2 beds, but its approved garrison is 691 men as 
compared with 252. Worcester has 28+-2 beds, but its approved garrison is 
raised from 152 men to 691. Shrewsbury, with only 15+ 2 beds, has its 
garrison increased from 176 to.522.. Wrexham, with 28 a beds, has its 
garrison raised from 151 to 522. The hospital at Chester is condemned as 
unfit for occupation. It has only 11 beds, ‘bebe: its alata! pest is 522 
men, as compared with 232. 


Ashton, with 16 + 2 beds only, would have to svovidd for an approved 
garrison of 691 men, the strength of the station in ‘1902 being only 160 men. 


Warrington is raised.from. 311 men to 790. The hospital has 26-42 beds. 
lancaster with 14 + 2 beds, and Carlisle with the same number are each raised 
from 188 men to 581. 


It is not for a moment inferred that the full strength’ detailed in the new 
scheme will be found at each station, but it is assumed that the’ potential 
number has to be arranged for. The strengths above given at the various 
stations are also subject to-correction. 


According to the readjustment suggested in the appended proposals, out 
of the 15 hospitals in the N.W. District alone, 10 will be closed. — 


In order. to avoid unnecessary building: or, the unnecessary enlarging of a 
hospital in any district when. other hospitals in the same district are being 
closed, it is proposed to make use of the most convenient of the discarded 
hospitals as a centre or centres for venereal cases.. As an example of this 
prosposal may be cited the eapiaymens oF Hamilton for venereal cases to 
relieve Glasgow. | : ite ts ti

Weedon is a condemned hospital. It should be closed and sepllen by a 
reception hospital. There is no civil hospital nearer than Northampton 
(84 miles). The transportable cases could most conveniently be ‘sent to 
Northampton. 

Northampton isa very small station (384 men). The hospital should be 
retained in order to accommodate Weedon, acute cases going to the civil 
hospital. 

Bedford has an | approved garrison of 601 men, and a good hospital of 
28 +2 beds. It should remain as a small independent hospital. Bedford 
is 214 miles from Northampton, and is one hour by train from London. 


It may be noted that the latest approved garrison involves a considerable 
increase in the stations in this district, e.g., Colchester from 1,957 to, 5,369. 
Bury St. Edmunds from 153 to 522. Warley from 621 to 1,399, and Bedford 
from 153 to 601. 


Norta-Western District. 


In the South, Lnchfield should be a central hospital. Its garrison is to be 
increased from 982 to 2,584 men. It at present has only 72 + 2 beds, by no 
means sufficient for the approved garrison on the old standard, and not suffi- 
cient on the new standard. It is not very conveniently situated as regards its 
train service. It should absorb Birmingham (the hospital there is condemned) 
and Worcester. The hospitals at these two stations should be clused, and 
should send their acute cases to civil hospitals, and other cases to Lichfield.’ 


This will make the requirements for Lichfield 1380 beds at a fuli estimate. 
The garrison at Worcester has been raised froin 152 to 691 men. Warwick 
should possess a small independent hospital, to be relieved by sending cases 
to Lichfield. 

Warwick requires 26 beds, and has at present only 14. The strength at 
Warwick has been raised from 252 men to 691. 7 

‘fhe civil hospital at Warwick has only 5 beds, hence the need of a 
separate hospital at this station. 

In the south-west part of the district Wrexham (with an approved 
garrison of 522 men) should be a small central hospital, and should absorb. 
Chester and Shrewsbury (each wi Pee men). ‘The hospital at Chester’ 
has been condemned. 
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Chester and Shrewsbury should be closed, and should send their acute cases 
to civil hospitals and their other cases to Wrexham. Wrexham will then 
need about 60 beds. It at present has 28+ 3 beds. The civil hospital at 
Wrexham has only 39 beds. 


In the north part of the district Preston (with an approved garrison of 
1,004 men) should be a central hospital, and absorb Carlisle and Lancaster 
(each with 531 men). 


The hospitals at Carlisle and Lancaster should be closed, and their acute 
cases sent to civil hospitals and other cases to Preston. Preston would then 
need 78 beds (at a full estimate). It has at present 55 + 6 beds, and much 
needs to be done to make the hospital efficient. 


Fleetwood requires a hospital to supply the musketry camp. The hospital 
there would make an excellent convalescent home. ; 


In the central part of the district Warrington would make a central 
hospital, and would absorb Manchester, Ashton, and Bury. All these 
stations are within 25 miles of Warrington, where there is an approved 
garrison of 790 men. The civil hospital at Warrington has only 40 beds. 
The hospital at Manchester has been condemned. 


The hospitals at Manchester, Ashton, and Bury would be closed, their 
acute cases sent to the excellent civil hospitals in the different towns 
and other cases to Warrington. Warrington would need, at a full estimate, 
90 beds. At present it has 26 + 2 beds, very insutticient, at the old 
standard of accommodation, for an intended garrison of 790 men. War- 
rington, however, is the largest of the hospitals in the district now under 
discussion, if the condemned hospital at Manchester be excluded. ‘'he town 
occupies also a. central position in relation to the four other hospitals 
concerned. The hospital at Liverpool (Seaforth) would need to be retained 
for the Altcar Musketry Camp. 


Westérn District. 


Devonport, with an approved garrison of 4,402, will be the large central 
hospital of the district, and. will absorb Falmouth, Bodmin, Exeter, and 
Taunton. Its own garrison will require 165 beds. The four other hospitals 
will bring the total up to 248 beds. The present number of beds at Devonport 
is 468 (including huts), and 20 for isolation cases. 


_ If Fort Tregantle be maintained it will need a reception hospita:. The 
fort is on Rame Head, and is four miies from Devonport if approached by 
ferry across the sound. It is a long way from Devonport by road. 


The hospitals at Halmouth, Bodmin, Hzeter, and Taunton should be closed, 
the acute cases sent to civil hospitals and the other cases to Devonport. 
lalmouth’s approved garrison is only 154 men and Bodmin 371 men. ‘here 
are small civil hospitals in each of these towns. Falmouth would serve as 
a convalescent home. The hospital at Exeter 1s represented by an old, 
inconvenient, and dilapidated building which could never be converted into 
an efficient hospital. There are Jarge civil hospitals at both Hxeter and 
Taunton. 


The hospital at Bristol should be closed, and the acute cases of that station 
sent to the excellent civil hospitals in the city. The approved garrison of 
Bristol] is only 522 men. The transportable cases could most conveniently 
be sent to Cardiff. The hospital at that station would then have to be 
increased in size. The objection to sending the Bristol cases to Devonport 
is the long railway journey, which occupies from 3 hours 20 minutes to over 
+ hours. 


In the northern part of the Western District Pembroke Dock will have to 
be a complete and independent hospital on account of its isolated position. 
It will need 49 beds on the new standard of accommodation, allowing 3{ per 
cent. 
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r The civil hospital at,Pembroke has only seven beds... . 5 
». Cardiff-is well placed for a central hospital. [tis represented by a new 
pulaaaia and the hospital is of a better type than thai at Newport. i 

The Newport, Hospital should be closed and the acute cases sent to’ the 
excellent civil hospital, in the town. ‘The transportable cases would: be sent 
to:Cardiff, which is. only 12 miles. off....The hospital at Cardiff would. need 
to be a little increased for this purpose. 

Brecon, will have to be maintained as a small independent hospital on 
account of its isolated position. Some of the Brecon cases could be sent to 
Cardiff, but the, railway journey occupies from 2 hours 40,minutes to over 
3 hours, and there are no traing on Sunday. There is a small civil hospital 
of 16 beds at Brecon.

A small reception hospital must be established here as there is no civil’ 
hospital in the town. The present hospital could be conveniently used’as a 
hospital for venereal cases to relieve Glasgow. 

To provide for its own station and for the cther four named Glasgow will 
need a maximum of 114 beds, It has at present 57 beds. To avoid undue 
building, use should be made of Hamilton for venereal cases 5 only.

The hospital at Mori George has 34 beds for an Hi ee garrison of 
364 men, It is reported as incapable of being made efficient. It should 
be closed, be replaced by a reception hospital, and the non-acute cases should 
be sent to Inverness, 12 miles distant.

Deducting a third of these beds for venereal cases, we get 65 or 90, 
according as the accommodation is calculated on the prexent or latest approved 
strengths. Hounslow now has 112 beds, which will be sufficient for all 
classes of cases (there are 30 beds at Reading to take any overflow of 
venereal cases) or if from an increase in the London Garrison it should be 
necessary to send a certain number of cases to Hounslow rather than to 
Millbank. 


Infectious Cases.—The fever hospital to be built at Hounslow will take 
cases from thai station, Windsor, and the London Garrison (except from the 
Household Cavalry). As regards the other stations, arrangements should be 
made with the civil infectious hospitals. In particular this will be necessary 
at Caterham, where otherwise a new infectious hospital will have to be built, - 
as the present hospital is in most undesirable proximity to the station hospital 
and to the barracks. 


Considering now the various small hospitals in detail, and assuming that 
Millbank and Hounslow will be central hospitals as above indicated, the 
Committee propose that Ozford and Reading shall become reception stations, 
urgent operative and medical cases being at once transferred to the well- 
appointed civil hospitals in those towns. The remaining beds at Oxford 
will be used for convalescent and at Reading for venereal patients. Guildford 
will be a reception station, any specially urgent case being sent to Aldershot 
(10 miles), and the rest to Millbank. 


At Windsor the existing Cavalry Hospital is emphatically condemned, 
and as it is not proposed to interfere with the Household Cavalry, a new 
hospital will be wanted. This hospital should possess a small Operating 
room, and there should be quarters at Windsor for special nurses to be 
employed either in the Cavalry or Infantry Hospital. The Infantry Hospital 
is also unsuited for its purpose and should be rebuilt, though this is not so 
urgent as is the case of the Cavalry Hospital. When rebuilt it should 
possess an Operation room, but should be of small size, all but urgent cases 
being transferred to Hounslow (11 miles). 


Kingston will be a reception station, urgent cases being transferred either 
to the Ciyil Hospital or to Hounslow (82 miles). Caterham will have to 
remain as a small reception hospital with operating room, and arrangements 
for female nursing of serious cases, its distance from London (183 miles) 
rendering it unsafe to transfer thither patients requiring immediate operation 
or grave medical PARP, 5 eA ome Se .

1. Cambridge and Connaught Hospitals to be maintained as first grade 
hospitals (448 and 251 beds respectively). 


2. All venereal cases from the Aldershot Command to be sent to the 
Connaught Hut Hospital (19 huts, 371 beds). A separate administrative 
block will be required, with probably a remodelling of sanitary arrangements. 


3. The Cambridge Hospital (448 beds) will take cases from Wellington 
Lines and Stanhope Lines (approved garrison 12,800), Ewshott (approved 
garrison 500), Bordon {approved garrison 4,600), Longmoor (approved 
garrison 1,100), in all 19,000 men, representing at 3% per cent. 717 beds. 
Deducting one third for venereal, there remain 478 for acute cases, exceeding 
the accommodation of the hospital by 30 beds. To meet this deficiency it 
will be practicable to arrange that cases from one of the Infantry Battalions 
in Stanhope Lines should be transferred to the Connaught Hospital, which 
under the scheme will have a surplus of that number of beds. 


4, The Connaught Hospital (251 beds) will take cases from Marlborough 
Lines (approved garrison 5,200), Blackdown and Deepcut (approved garrison 
2,800), Woking (approved garrison 850), in all 8,850, requiring 331 beds ; 
deducting one third for venereal, there remain 221 for acute cases. 

5. Convalescent cases other than venereal can be sent to Alton

1, In support of their recommendation that an officer of the Royal 
Engineers should be specially assigned to the service of the Committee 
during the present stress of work, the following considerations are respectfully 
submitted. | 


2. The Committee is now dealing with a very large and important problem 
involving nothing less than the complete re-organisation of the whole system 
of administration of Military Hospitals as regards structure, renovation, 
repairs, and equipment. These Hospitals, large and small, number about 
150 in the United Kingdom alone, and every one of them will demand 
separate consideration. Some of them it is proposed to close and re- 
appropriate to other purposes, many will be kept as mere Reception Stations, 
some will be provided with Special Nurses’ Quarters for the nursing of 
serious cases by a female staff, and nearly every Hospital which is retained 
will require alteration, either in the way of additions, such as operating 
rooms and disinfecting blocks, or structural alterations, such as the modernising 
of sanitary annexes and isolation wards. 


3. It is also essential that a certain number of new Hospitals should be 
- constructed on the most approved lines, both to replace old buildings which 
are unadaptable to present needs, and to afford additional accommodation in 
accordance with the present distribution of military forces. 


4. Before any considerable part of this work can be put in hand, a 
systematic inspection of Hospitals must be carried out by an officer familiar 
with the policy of the Committee, and able from his knowledge of the 
structural condition of the buildings to advise the Committee how best to 
comply with the suggestions made in the Medical Reports of Inspections 
undertaken by the Advisory Board for Army Medical Services. 


5. It is obviously impossible that the Royal Engineer officer who sits on 
the Committee can cope with this extraordinary rush of work in addition to 
carrying on the proper duties of his Department. As a matter of fact his 
position on the Committee should be that of an expert adviser rather than 
of an executive officer, and as an expert adviser he performs most valuable 
service. 


6. At the present time a large number of plans and papers are being held 
back because it is impossible to give them profitable consideration until the 
Committee has sent in its Report upon the centralisation of Hospitals and 
that Report has been accepted by the Secretary of State. When, however, 
the proposals are sanctioned, not only will the most urgent needs of the 
Hospitals have to be dealt with at once, but it will be the duty of the Com- 
mittee to set about the task imposed upon it under the memorandum by 
which it is constituted, namely, ‘forthwith to initiate and with the authority 
of the Secretary of State to carry out a scheme for the gradual and systematic 
renovation of Military Hospitals as regards structure and equipment.” The 
execution of this scheme must be a matter of years, being dependent upon 
financial and other considerations, but it cannot even be formulated in any 
reasonable time unless the Committee is granted the exclusive services of an 
Oificer possessing special qualifications and knowledge of Hospital work. 


7. Under existing arrangements all Hospital papers are circulated to 
every member of the Committee, and it is desirable that this plan should vtill 
be followed. ‘There would, however, be a great saving of time and trouble 
were there some Officer capable of condensing the often diffuse and desultory 
remarks to be found in the papers into précis form. The making of such a 
précis is a work requiring expert knowledge, and many of the papers deal 
with such technical matters that only an Officer of the R.H. with special 
qualifications, or a civilian architect, could effectively deal with them. 


8. The designing and construction of Hospitals is recognised as a highly 
specialised branch of the architect’s profession, and it is tuo much to expect 
that every Officer in the Royal Hugineers should be an adept in it. It 
appears, therefore, to be desirable both on grounds of efficiency and con- 
tinuity of policy that a special officer should be attached to the Committee,

and that he should be required to devote himself exclusively to this class of 
work for a number of years, certainly not less than five. It is believed that 
there are already several Officers of the Royal Engineers possessing consider- 
able knowledge of Hospital work, whose services might be obtained for this 
post. The alternative to the empioyment of a Royal Engineer Officer is the 
engagement of a civilian architect, and this plan, though it might possess 
some immediate advantages, would certainly be less economical, if he were 
paid by commission, and not less expensive were he paid a fixed salary. 


9. The Committee is well aware that the present circumstances are excep- 
tional, and that the volume of work now presenting itself to be dealt with 
cannot continue indefinitely. It 1s therefore recommended that whatever 
arrangements are sanctioned should be regarded as of a temporary character, 
and this is the more desirable as it is understood that considerable changes 
may be introduced into the organisation of the Department of the Inspector- 
General of Fortifications as the result of the Report of Lord Esher’s Com- 
mittee. What, however, appears to the Committee to be essential for the 
efficient working of the Department under its control is that all questions of 
Hospital construction, renovation, or repairs, whether to be defrayed from 
annual vote or loan, should pass through one channel, and not be dealt with, 
as at present, by two branches of the 1.G.F. Department. 


10. It will be observed that the scheme thus outlined contemplates a 
considerable degree of centralisation so far as Military Hospitals are 
concerned, and looking to the lamentable condition into which many of them 
have been allowed to fall the Committee has no hegitation in coming to the 
conclusion that existing methods must be considerably remodelled if these 
institutions are to be restored to a reasonable degree of efficiency. In the 
words of the Secretary of State commenting upon the inspections of the 
Advisory Board: ‘* These reports are most discouraging and reflect discredit 
upon the system.” (4800/7/2730.) Instead, therefore, of leaving it largely 
to the discretion of General Officers Commanding how much of the money 
voted for barracks and hospitals in their commands should be applied to the 
latter purpose, the Committee recommends that out of annual estimates and 
loan bills a certain sum should be specifically allocated to Hospitals by the 
Secretary of State, and this sum should be placed at the disposal of the 
Army Hospitals Committee. The estimates presented by the Committee to 
the Secretary of State will be based upon the facts disclosed in the Annual 
Inspection Reports of the Advisory Board, and upon the results of the 
Comwmittee’s own investigations made through the attached Royal Engineer 
Officer. Of the sums allocated to the Hospitals in any command, a certain 
portion sufficient to cover periodical and incidental services will be spent on 
these services only by the local Royal Engineer, but as regards the rest of 
the money it will be administered by the Committee, plans, specifications, 
and bills of quantities being prepared at head-quarters, contracts obtained 
through the Cuntracts Department, and the actual work being executed 
under the supervision of the local Royal Engineer Officer. If this principle 
be accepted, it will be desirable that all Hospital requisitions, other than 
incidental and periodical services, should come direct to the Committee from 
Principal Medical Officers through General Officers Commanding. 


11, In view of the urgent necessity of proceeding to deal with Netley, and 
other large Hospitals, particularly in reference to increased accommodation 
for the Q.A.I.M.N.S. the Committee ventures to ask the Secretary of State 
forthwith to attach to them an Officer of the Royal Engineers for their 
special service, it being understood that the details of his duties and of the 
amount of assistance which he is to have in performing his very important 
functions as the executive officer of the Committee remain over for future 
decision. If the main propositions of this memorandum are conceded the 
Committee will be prepared with further suggestions upon points of adminis- 
trative procedure; but no time should in their opinion be lost in setting an 
officer at their disposal to enable them to cope immediately with the most 
pressing problems awaiting their attention.

The day staff for the wards will thus consist of six sisters and 14 staff 
nurses, to which must be added one home sister, one operation room sister, 
one operation room nurse, one nurse for the nurses’ sick room, and two 
special nurses, who may be required from Headquarters. The total day staff 
therefore consists of one Matron, eight sisters. and 18 staff nurses, and 
provision has also to be made for one sister holding the status of a Matron, 
who is engaged in giving instruction to the Nursing Staff of orderlies. 

On night duty, accommodation should be provided for two night sisters, 
with four staff nurses on the ground floor and three on the first floor. There 
will also be a nurse for the nurses’ sick room, and two specials from head- 
quarters. ‘Thus the total night staff will be two sisters and 10 staff nurses. 

Summarising these results :—The Nursing Staff works out to 10 sisters 
und 28 nurses for a hospital of 448 beds; in other words, about one to 12. 
It should be remarked that a considerable number of nursing orderlies will also 
have to be employed, and that no account is taken of them in this enumeration. 

In a nursing home of this size it will be desirable that some accommoda- 
tion should be provided for nurses who are off duty through illness. Probably 
two wards, one containing two beds and the other one bed, will be sufficient, 
with the usual annexes. It is suggestsd that the I.G.F. Department should 
be asked to prepare plans for a nursing home on this scale, together with 
rooms for the female servants according to the number allowed under the 
Schedule.

FURTHER REPORT UPON THE CENTRALISATION OF MILITARY 
HOSPITALS (IRELAND). 


ApopTteD AS A Report oF THE CoMMITTEE ON JANUARY 7, 1904. 


1. In the last paragraph of a previous Report upon the Centralisation of 
Hospitals, it was remarked that it was not practicable to include Ireland in 
the scheme until that country should have been visited by representatives of 
the Army Hospitals Committee. This inspection was undertaken during 
the first three weeks of December last by the Chairman and the Deputy 
Director-General, A.M.S., accompanied by the Secretary of the Committee 
and Surgeon-General Fawcett, the Principal Medical Officer of the Third 
Army Corps. It was hoped that a temporary appointment at least might 
have been made of the R.E. Officer to be attached to the Committee, and that 
thus the Sub-Committee might have had the advantage of his expert advice; 
but this course was not adopted, and under these circumstances Colonel Bagot 
accompanied the Sub-Committee, proving himself of great service, particularly 
as from his previous experience as Commanding Royal Engineer of the 
Dublin District he was already familiar with many of the stations to be 
visited. Before leaving Ireland the Sub-Committee waited upon H.R.H. the 
Field Marshal Commanding the Third Army Corps and learnt from him with 
much satisfaction that he viewed with approbation the proposal to centralise 
the hospitals in his command, and indeed he had already transmitted to the 
War Office a valuable report from Surgeon-General Fawcett which formed 
a useful basis for the Sub-Committee’s investigations. | 


2. For the information of those less conversant with the conditions 
prevailing in Irish military hospitals it may be well to recapitulate from the 
above-mentioned report of Surgeon-General Fawcett some of their principal 
defects. He remarks, and his statements have been verified by the Sub- 
Committee, that of the 34 dieted hospitals in Ireland ‘some 28 were built 
from 80 to 120 years ago, and though much has been done from time to time 
to remedy urgent defects and to supply modern conveniences, yet, considered 
as a whole, these patchwork additions have proved inadequate. In any case, 
the main buildings are practically still as originally built, and consequently 
have been long unfit for the purpose they are supposed to fulfil, On the one 
hand, efficient or economical administration is impossible, while on the other 
hand the sick soldier does not get the conveniences, comforts, and nursing he 
has a right to expect from the State. Itis unfortunately true that he is placed 
in all but two or three hospitals in a condition more unfavourable for 
recovery than a pauper would be in any county infirmary in the United 
Kingdom. | 

** Well-trained young Medical Officers are thrown away in charge of such 
hospitals ; and in the future, as in the past, officers so placed are bound to 
become less professionally efficient when they find themselves confronted by 
conditions in which they cannot exercise the higher branches of their 
profession, nor do full justice to the sick under their charge. 

* Tn all small hospitals the nursing of a grave case 1s bad, sometimes very 
bad, especially at night, when efficient supervision is impossible. 

“Separation of infectious cases is not carried out, except in form, because 
it is, generally speaking, impossible as things are at present; and cases of 
scabies usually want the common necessities of life, such as basins and baths. 

“ The condition of a patient under observation for lunacy is such as would 
not be tolerated for a moment in an asylum, and certainly is not conducive to 
recovery. ; 

*Hxcept in Dublin and the Curragh there is not an operating room. 
The former is quite inefficient—in fact, it is hardly justifiable to operate in 
this hospital at all—and both want the usual subsidiary rooms. Nor is there, 
outside Dublin and the Curragh, any place where the most ordinary research 
can be conducted. . 
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‘There is not a patients’ lift in Ireland, and to carry a bad case up the 
narrow winding wooden staircase is a great danger to the sick or injnred 
man. 

“The probability of fire in the higher buildings with wooden stairs is 
very great, and the consequences thereof would be disastrous. 

‘In the majority of small hospitals the Sergeant's quarters are’ in| the 
building, and his wife and children cannot fail to mix with the patients; 
while not uncommonly it 1s impossible for the rules of decency of the sexes 
to be maintained. a> i 

“Very frequently the wards open into each other, or. ventilate into a 
passage common to them and to lavatories. The floors are mostly old and 
dirt-absorbent. nya 7 oh RA | . 

“It is the rule, even in so large a hospital as that at Cork, for the sick 
who are ‘up’ or convalescent to have to go downstairs and out of doors to 
get a bath; and patients’ latrines are also often so situated. ‘This means to 
a convalescent in winter wholly unwarrantable exposure. 

“ Everywhere, except in Dublin and the Curragh, the sisters and nurses 
live in the town; and in the hospitals had, until recently, no lavatory 
accommodation ; then a portion of the already inadequate accommodation for 
the patients was allotted to these ladies. 

‘Almost invariably the men of the Royal Army Medical Corps and the 
patients have their rooms adjacent, and there is no possibility of checking 
the introduction of food or drink. 

‘As things are at present, with small hospitals scattered over Ireland, 
the general introduction of women nurses and a nursing section of. the 
Corps, as contemplated by Army Order 246 of 1902 and War Office letter 
No. 4852/2720 of 3.9.03, 1s impossible, as there are not enough cases in any 
hospitals, except Dublin and the Curragh, to afford adequate work for nurses 
and nursing orderlies; while the inefficient nursing of grave cases at small 
out-stations cannot be amended; moreover, the old unsuitable buildings 
afford none of the nursing conveniences which are essential in a hospital. 

“To recapitulate in brief the above-mentioned conveniences which are 
wholly wanting :— 

‘«'There are no sculleries nor nurses’ rooms. 

“The hot water supply is invariably wholly inadequate—-even at Cork 

there is no hot water except in a part of the basement. 

“Tt is no easy matter to attempt to classify the sick by diseases. 

“There is neither electric light, nor bells, nor telephone. 

“At the Curragh and Dublin the accommodation for women nurses is 
inadequate for the numbers proposed under the new scheme, and 
the sisters at the other stations live far away from the hospital. 

“There are no Medical Officers’ quarters; some of the Officers have 

- to live as much as two miles away from their work. 

“Finally, the sanitary state of these old buildings is so bad that no 
surgeon would dare to collect wounded or operation cases in any 
one of them.” : 


3. Whilst fully endorsing these statements by Surgeon-General Fawcett, 
as to the conditions now prevalent in Irish Military ospitals, the Sub- 
Committee is bound to admit that in no part of the United Kingdom, have | 
the obstacles in the way of centralisation been so difficult to meet and 
overcome. A reference to the map, will show how broadly these small 
hospitals are dispersed over the country, and how inconveniently they are 
situated with regard to railway and other means of intercommunication. 
Historically, they are the survivals of the old regimental system, and 
consequently are to be expected wherever from political reasons connected 
with the state of the island it was thought expedient that a permanent 
station for troops should be established. In other cases, recruiting facilities 
may have Jed to the establishment of a regimental depdt with its attached 
Military Hospital. However this may be, the Sub-Committee’ has had 
‘to face the fact that nothing short of a complete remodelling of existing 
arrangements will ensure for the sick soldier that consideration in illness 
which, if attention were once directed by a popular agitation to the present 
lamentable state of hospital accommodation, the nation would indignantly 
demand of any Government which might attempt to ignore the true positiva 
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of affairs. It would appear intolerable that at a time when both voluntary 
and rate-supported infirmaries, are every day increasing in comfort and 
efficiency, the sick or injured soldier should be placed under conditions far’ 
less favourable to his recovery than obtain among the pauper population 
of the country, nor would the Army Hospitais Committee do its cuty if 
it should fail to warn those in authority of the peril which attends upon 
delay in executing this most. urgent reform, even though the measures to be 
adopted should appreciably increase the War Office Vote. 


4. The Sub-Committee is fully aware that the expense of modernising 
or, in other. words, of re-building the greater number of these antiquated: 
hospitals throughout Ireland is prohibitive, nor does such a policy recommend 
itself since, as a matter of fact, it would not offer a satisfactory solution 
of the problem. So long as the sick are allowed to remain distributed 
amongst small scattered hospitals 1t will still be impossible to ensure for them 
the most skilful attendance either from doctors or nurses. Nothing can 
_ make less for efficiency as regards the officers or men of the R.A.M.C. than 
that they should be compelled to lead a life of professional stagnation, 
attached to one or other of the existing insignificant hospitals where there 
are not sick enough to afford them due occupation day by day. Here and 
there, of course, an officer may be able, even under such adverse conditions, 
to maintain an active interest in his work, or he may find an outlet for his 
energy in original investigation, but no one would contend that taken as a 
whole the best results are likely to be obtained from so wasteful a method 
of utilising the services of officers and men. 


5. For the reasons thus indicated the Sub-Committee is of opinion that it 
is important that the Central Hospitals contemplated by the scheme should 
contain beds enough to occupy the attention of a considerable number of 
medical officers and nursing staff, both male and female, for it is only under 
such conditions that we can iook to the attainment of that ful] measure of 
efficiency which follows upon keen professional criticism and a careful 
comparison of methods and results. Nor must it be forgotten that these 
central hospitals are urgently required for instructional purposes, enabling 
young officers under careful tuition from their seniors to obtain an insight 
into military-methods of hospital administration, as well as increasing their 
capabilities as physicians and surgeons in charge of troops. For all these 
reasons it is important that central hospitals should be of an adequate size, 
drawing their sick from garrisons of not less than five to ten thousand men, 
and accordingly those proposed by the Sub-Committee range, as will be seen, | 
from 130 to 258 beds. 


6. It has been pointed out in a previous report of the Committee that 
the establishment of central hospitals does not do away with the necessity 
of retaining, at every place where there are troops, some means of dealing” 
with cases which cannot be removed, and consequently for them, as for 
trivial cases of illness, the services of a doctor will still be required. It may, 
therefore, be objected that there yet remains a danger that medicai officers 
may become relatively less efficient in a professional sense if condemned to 
enforce inactivity in these small stations. The remedy, however, appears to 
lie in the employment in certain cases of outside practitioners, as is already 
done, and in limiting the period of service of R.A.M.C. officers in these small 
hospitals to a short period, say three to six months, after which the officer 
will be allowed to return to the central hospital to resume ward work. Some 
such pian would seem to be necessary if a high standard of professional and 
administrative efficiency is to be maintained amongst the scattered units of 
the Medical Service in Ireland. 


7. Mention has already been made of the fact that ‘‘in Ireland, on account 
** of the comparatively little use which can be made of civil hospitals, the: 
** percentage of hospital accommodation for the sick will have to be higher 
‘* than in England or Scotland, since hardly any civil hospitals either general or 
‘* infectious, are available.” Surgeon-General Fawcett, in the report by him 
already quoted, is in favour of a 4 per cent. basis generally throughout 
Treiand in place of the 32 per cent. of the strength allowed for England and 
Scotland, but he would make an exception in favour of Dublin, Belfast, 
and Oork, where, from the great prevalence of disease, especially venereal, 
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he 1s of opinion that 5 per cent. should’ be calculated. Whilst bound 
to treat with great consideration the cpinion thus expressed by the 
Principal Medical Officer of Ireland, the Sub-Committee believes that as 
regards the accommodation to be provided for acute cases in the Central 
Hospitals, other than venereal, itch, and infectious disease, it will be sufficient 
if reckoning is made upon the 32 per cent. basis as in Hingland and Scotland, 
with a deduction from this number of beds of one-third (1+ per cent.) for cases 
of venereal, itch, and infectious disease. The actual number of beds to be 
provided for the latter diseases must vary with the incidence of these disorders 
as shown in the medical returns. This question is, however, of relatively 
less importance, as it is proposed to employ existing buildings for these 
diseases, and the retention of a few beds more or less is of no great moment. 
‘The provision of beds, however, for acute cases other than itch, venereal, and 
infectious disease, requires to be carefully watched, since for this purpose 
additions to existing buildings or entirely new hospitals will have to be 
provided. For the purpose of the present report, the basis of calculation 
above given may be regarded as a sufficient indication of the policy of the 
Sub-Committee, but it will be necessary that each station and its require- 
ments should come in for detailed treatment, when the general principles of 
the scheme, here outlined, have received the sanction of the Secretary of 
State. It may be added that so far as the observations of the Commitiee 
have gone it will be found practicable only in a few places to send infectious 
cases to civil isolation hospitals, and that itch patients also will have to be 
treated locally, since the stations in which they occur are often so remote 
from the Central Hospital, of which they are tributaries, that local treatment, 
even if rather more prolonged, would probably prove cheaper than train 
ambulance, and treatment at a distant hospital for a shorter period. It is 
found that in many of the country districts all classes of contagious and 
infectious diseases are happily rare, and failing their admission to a civil 
isolation hospital, it may prove practicable to obtain enough accommodation 
for the occasional cases which arise by setting aside a part of the existing 
hospital properly cut off from the main building and provided with a separate 
entrance. In the case of venereal, it has been thought desirable that patients 
should be treated in 01 close to the localities in which they are found to he 
suffering from the disease, as it seemed to the Committee unjustifiable to 
transport them to country places with the risk of diffusing the contagion 
more widely. 


8. The Sub-Committee has experienced some difficulty in arriving at 
accurate information as to the approved strengths of the various stations, but . 
they have taken their numbers from Colonel Heath, the member of the Sub- 
Committee specially conversant with the policy of the Department in these 
matters, and in case of doubt they have thought it safer to base their 
calculations upon higher rather than upon lower figures. It is hoped that 
more certainty may be obtainable before the final conclusions of the 
Committee are placed before the Secretary of State. 


9. It is evident that the first essential for the success of hospital 
centralisation is good modern transport, horse, motor, and railway, and the 
Sub-Committee proposes to ask the Army Hospitals Committee to appoint a 
Sub-Committee to go into this question exhaustively. The difficulties con- 
nected with the train service of Ireland are in themselves not inconsiderable. 


10. It will be observed that in the selection of sites for new central 
hospitals the Sub-Committee has paid particular attention to the railway 
systems of the country. It seems to them that this plan not only presents 
substantial advantages in the present, but is less likely than any other to 
prove a hindrance if at any time the existing system of scattered garrisons 
should give place to a more centralised disposition of the troops in Ireland. 


11. The Sub-Committee now proceeds to exhibit its proposals for the 
various Divisions and Districts embraced in the Irish Command. 


Srventa Drvisron. 


(a.) ‘The obvious focus of the Dublin District is a First-grade Hospital in 
Dublin itself, completely equipped in every respect, and equal, if not superior, 
to any of the existing ¢ivil institutions; but unfortunately there are many 
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obstacles to the attainment of this ideal. In the first place the Dublin 
hospitals, with one exception, are old structures, and the Royal Infirmary, 
imposing though it is from the outside, is really quite unfit for the reception 
of the sick, as indeed has been stated in the Report of the Inspecting Sub- 
Committee of the Advisory Board, A.M.S., and as the present Sub-Committee 
confirms from personal observation. Inthe second place, the only modern 
erection, the Arbor Hill Hospital, with 50 beds, is not free from shortcomings 
which it should have been possible to avoid in a building completed within 
the last 10 years. In the opinion of the Sub-Committee the Royal Infirmary 
should be abandoned, whilst the Arbor Hill Hospital should be remodelled 
and extended to receive the acute cases of the metropolis and the Dublin 
district, other than itch, infectious, and venereal disorders. There is, perhaps, 
sufficient room for this extension on the existing site, but should this not 
prove to be the case, there is land adjoining it which might be acquired. 
With thé extension of the hospital it will be highly desirable to construct a 
block for the female Nursing Staff in close contiguity to it, the present 
nursing quarters of the Royal Infirmary being too distant from Arbor Hill 
for convenient administration, and too small for the number of sisters and 
nurses who will be required for the expanded hospital, The present sisters’ 
quarters) would. however, be readily converted into quarters for Medical 
Officers attached to the Dublin hospitals. | 

(b.) The outlying stations sending their acute cases, other than itch, venereal, 
and infectious, to Dublin (5,500), would be, Galway (600), Mullingar (900), 
Longford (200), Athlone (500), Lusk (30), Navan (80), Wicklow (80), 
Wexford (30). The Central Hospital, to be formed in Dublin, would thus 
draw upon, approximately, 7,820 troops, and on the basis given above, 
allowing for beds retained at distant stations, the accommodation to be there 
provided would amount to about 190, of which 50 beds are already available 
in the present Arbor Hill building. 

(c.) As regards infectious disease in Dublin (measles, scarlet fever, &.) 
the Sub-Committee learns that the 35 beds in the present {isolation Hospital, 
which is a modern building, are adequate, and that in case of pressure further 
accommodation can be obtained in the civil fever hospitals. 

(d.) For itch patients in Dublin an old block of building with 28 beds close 
to the new Arbor Hill Hospital might with some considerable alterations be 
utilised, but it would be necessary to provide a good disinfecting apparatus, 
which, however, is wanted in auy case for the Arbor Hill Hospital itself. 

(e.) For the venereal cases of Dublin, Navan, Lusk, Wicklow, and Wexford 
(5,620 troops), the Portobello Hospital with 71 beds, and the Richmond 
Hospital with 43 beds are available, the former practically without alteration, 
and the latter by the addition of sanitary annexes. Acvhlone with 37 beds 
will serve as the venereal centre for Athlone, Galway, Mullingar, and 
Longford (2,200 troops). | 

(f.) Owing to the fact that some of these places are at a very considerable 
distance from the Central Hospital, it will be necessary to maintain in them 
reception stations of more ample proportions than would otherwise be 
required, and a similar remark applies to the outlying stations in the other 
districts of Ireland. , 

(g.) The Curragh District, as Surgeon-General Fawcett has remarked, easil 
lends itself to the concentration of the sick. In addition to the camp itself 
with 5,000 troops, the stations converging on the Curragh Hospital will be 
Newbridge (800), Kildare (1,100), Carlow (100), Naas (650), Birr (500), 
Kilkenny (800), Maryborough (50), in all 8,500 men. On the basis of 
calculation previously adopted, 213 beds will be required for acute cases (other 
than itch, venereal, and infectious cases), and the beds in the existing 
hospital (224) are therefore sufficient. The incidence of venereal is much 
less than in Dublin, and the accommodation already provided at Newbridge 
(38 beds) and Naas (27 beds), will be adequate. 


Eiq@utu Division. 


(a.) In the Highth Division there is unfortunately no hospital suitable 
either from position or structure to form the centre for the Cork District. 
The large hospital at Fermoy is antiquated and relatively inaccessible, the 
hospital at Cork is condemned as regards acute cases, and will require very 
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considerably remodelling to fit it even for venereal: patients.. After carefully’ . 
considering the suggestion of the Principal Medical Officer in Ireland in. 
favour of Limerick Junction as the site for a new Central Hospital for the. 
whole of this District, and after seeing the locality in which the hospital 
would have to be placed, the Sub-Committee from a: study of the railway 
communications in the south of Ireland, has come unanimously to the con- 
clusion that Mallow is the better site for the proposed hospital for acute 
cases, Cork Hospital (reconstructed) and. Tipperary Hospital, a modern 
building, being reserved for venereal disease. | 

(6.) The hospital to be built at Mallow would take the sick from Cork 
(1,300), Kinsale (550), Tralee (640), Tipperary (900), Limerick. (1,100), 
Clonmel (600), Cahir (500),Waterford (165), Fermoy(2,000), Ballincollig (500), - 
Lemplemore (900), Bandon (70), Fethard (165%, and Buttevant (900), in.all 
a. total of 10,290 troops. The beds for acute caves would be 258, and. for: 
venereal about 100, for which room could easily be found in Cork with its 
present 100 beds somewhat reduced upon reconstruction, and Tipperary 
with 48 beds. | 

(c.) Special consideration must be given to the Queenstown Hospital which 
must in any case be retained for the reception and treatment of cases of 
serious ilness disembarked from transports, as well as those arriving from 
Cork Harbour, the various stations in which have an aggregate strength of 
1,300 men. 


Ninta Diviston. 


The difficulties here are somewhat similar to those encountered in the 
south. Belfast Hospital, which, were it larger and of more modern con- 
struction, might form the centre for the Belfast district, is an old building — 
incapable of extension on the existing site, and unfit for anything except a 
venereal hospital, On the other hand, Holywood and Omagh, which possess 
modern hospitals, are unsuitable from position to serve as centres. In the 
opinion of the Sub-Committee the only satisfactory way of treating the 
northern part of this district is to construct a new hospital at Portadown, 
which is a convenient railway centre, and would take acute cases, other than 
venereal, &c. from Londonderry (800), Enniskillen (300), Om agh (585), Armagh 
(585), Dundalk (500), Belfast and Holywood (2,400), in all a total of 5,170 men. 
The beds required for acute cases would be 130, whilst the beds for venereal cases, 
about 70 in number, can readily be provided in the present hospital at Belfast’ 
with 86 beds, and the hospital at Holywood with 50 beds. A part of the 
latter hospital might, perhaps, be utilised in connection with the provision 
contemplated for the squadron of cavalry which the Sub-Committee learns it 
1s intended to add to that station. 


12. The Sub-Committee are aware that many important financial results 
follow from their propsals. They consider that the branches conversant with — 
such matters are in a better position than themselves to work out the compli- 
cated calculations which will be necessary, but they will be pleased, if desired, 
to assist in stating the data for calculation ; and they would be glad to have 
an opportunity of reviewing the financial result, as a whole.

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1. The Army Hospitals Committee, in accordance with the instructions in 
Office Memo. 424 “ to initiate, and with the authority of the Secretary of State 
‘to carry out, a scheme for the gradual and systematic renovation of 
‘* Military Hospitals as regards structure and equipment,” have revised the 
schedules of equipment, as shown in the enclosed copy of the Minutes of their 
proceedings, aud have asked for an estimate of the cost of their proposals. 


2. The changes proposed will, it is hoped, cover generally most of the 
immediate requirements of all the Military Hospitals, but it is impossible, 
within the limits of any such schedules of equipment, to deal effectually with 
the special requirements of each Hospital. . 


3. The buildings differ more or less in age and construction, and hitherto 
the attempts to render the aspect of the wards, &c. bright and clieerful have 
not in all cases been productive of the best results. 


4. A good deal has been done from time to time by additions to the 
schedules of equipment and by the conferment on G.O.C.’s of power to issue 
such articles as they may have in store, but this limitation confines the 
G.O.C.’s to the issue of articles of ‘ Service pattern.” 


5. If they were empowered to purchase for each Hospital, according to 
its requirements, little useful and decorative articles of the class which it is 
not desirable to deal with as sealed patterns, such as flower-pots and stands, 
table covers, and the many small articles which tend to assist in improving 
the appearance of a Hospital ward, much might be effected at small cost, and 
the general aspect of the Military Hospital be considerably brightened. 
What is really wanted is to provide the Hospital authorities with a source of 
improvement similar to that which the Canteen Fund gives for the better 
appearance of the recreation establishment. 


6. The articles referred to are chiefly required in the Hospitals nursed by 
Q.A.I.M.N.S., and the Committee propose that a sum of 5s. per bed be 
allotted to such Hospitals from the sum of 10,000/. for new Hospital equipment, 
which stands in the Hstimates for 1904-05, the selection and purchase of the 
articles required being left to the equitable discretion of the G.O.C. 


7. the attached return shows that there are in these Hospitals 6,183 beds 
at home, and 3,924 abroad—a total of 10,107-—so that a sum of 2,527/. is 
involved for initial expenditure next year. 


8. For the upkeep of the articles and the purchase of additional equipment 
as may be necessary, the Committee hoped that, should the suggested arrange- 
ment prove satisfactory, it may be practicable in future years to secure an 
allowance of 2s. 6d. per bed per annum. 


9. The equipment thus specially purchased should be heid on charge 
separately from that supplied from Barrack Store, and should be treated in 
the same manner as gifts are now, t.e., shown separately at the end of the 
inventories. 


10. The Committee anticipate that these proposals will considerably reduce 
the correspondence with Headquarters on questions of small items of equip- 
ment, the need for which is special to particular Hospitals, and they would 
point out that if their suggestions are carried into effect G.O.C.’s will have at 
their disposal means to enable them to limit their demands for extra equip- 
ment to such items as are thought generally to concern all Hospitals.

Tarrap Report OF THE CENTRALISATION SuB-CoMMITTEE- 
MALTA. 


1. The question of hospital accommodation in this island has occupied the 
attention of the Committee, inasmuch as a proposal has been made to erect a 
new hospital for St. Julien’s with 232 beds. It becomes important, therefore, 
to ascertain how far such a hospital is required under the reduced scale of 
accommodation now regarded as adequate since trivial cases are treated in 
barracks, and whether, if centralisation is carried out, the site suggested for 


the new hospital is the best for the general convenience of the garrison. 
if 
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2. It appears that in 1897 the Army Sanitary Committee considered the 
percentage of hospital accommodation applicable to Malta and recorded the 
following decision. (Malta 24/3351/97) :— 

“The Committee having considered the statistics of the last five 
years, which had been obtained by the Director-General. Army Medical 
Department, from the station, is of opinion that the provision of 
permanent hospital accommodation at Malta atthe rate of 6 per cent. of 

-the garrison would be ample for all diseases, and that in this calcula- 
tion the accommodation in the sanatorium at Citta Vecchia might be 
included.” 


3. The sanatorium at Citta Vecchia has 80 beds, and the garrison of Malta 
numbers about 10,000 troops. The hospital beds, therefore, under the above 
resolution would be about 600, less 80—in other words, 520, which is about 
5 per cent. Malta was evidently regarded by the Army Sanitary Committee 
as a station in which the normal sick accommodation need not exceed the 
53 per cent. of the strength at that time calculated as the proper proportion 
of hospital accommodation in home stations. It may be assumed, therefore, 
that the 32 per cent., which is now the basis of calculations, will be 
sufficient. 


4, The Committee notes that the approved strength of troops in Malta is 
10,450 men with 408 Officers, and the hospital accommodation to be provided 
on the 33 per cent. basis is 892 beds for men, and on the 5 per cent. basis for 
Officers now approved, about 20 beds for Officers—in all, 412 beds. 


5. It is found that of the average number constantly sick for the last 
15 years in Malta about one-third have been suffering from venereal diseases, 
and the beds required for this class of case is, therefore, 130. 

6. Excluding Citta Vecchia with its 80 beds, and Forrest with 31 beds, 
which it is proposed to close, the hospitals in the command afford the 
following accommodation :—

7. It would thus seem that, so far as mere numbers are concerned, there 
are already enough beds without building a new hospital; but, on the other 
hand, the Malta hospitals have not yet been inspected by the Advisory Board, 
and no report is forthcoming either as to their present condition or as to 
their adaptability to modern requirements. ‘’he Committee, therefore, 
recommends that, before the proposal for building a new hospital is further 
proceeded with, an inspection should be undertaken of the existing hospitals, 
and that for this purpose the Chairman of the Committee with Surgeon- 
General Keogh, and, if the appointment is then made, the attached R.B, 
Officer, should proceed to Malta to carry out this inspection early next 
month.

1. In dealing with the important 
questions raised in the minute of the 
Matron-in-Chief, it is desirable in 
the first place to consider under what 
authority and with what limitations 
inspections of Military Hospitals are 
to be made by the Nursing Board 
and by the Matron-in-Chief. The 
paragraphs of the scheme for the 
re-organization of the Indian and 
Nursing Service which touch the 
point at issue are the following :— 

Para. 6. Subject to the general 
control of the Advisory Board, 
the Nursing Board shall be 
responsible for—(8) Arranging 
for the periodical inspection of 
Military Hospitals as regards 
nursing efficiency. 

Para. 12. The Matron-in-Chief 
shall by frequent inspections 
keep herself acquainted with 
the administration of the 
Nursing Service in the various 
Military Hospitals. 

2. It was the intention of the 
Re-organization Committee, under 
para. 6 (8) of this scheme, that Mili- 
tary Hospitals should be periodically 
inspected by members of the Nursing 
Board on the lines of the annual 
inspections undertaken by the Ad- 
visory Board, but such inspections 
were to be carried out with regard to 
“nursing efficiency.”’ By “nursing 
efficiency’ was. meant such matters 
as the adequate numbers of the 
Nursing Staff, the manner in which 
their duties were performed, the 
personal cleanliness of the patients, 
the condition of the ward linen, and 
generally those nursing details for 
which the Q.A.L.M.N.S. is primarily 
responsible. As a matter of fact, 
inspections by the members of the

Nursing Board seem to have been very 
rarely undertaken, and in practice 
the inspections of the Nursing Board 
have, aS was perhaps inevitable, re- 
solved themselves into inspections 
made by the Matron-in-Chief or by a 
Principal Matron acting for her. The 
limitations of the Matron-in-Chief as 
an Inspector are expressly laid down 
in para. 12, above quoted, namely, that 
her inspections are to be made for the 
purpose of keeping herself acquainted 
with the administration of the Nurs- 
ing Service in the various Military 
Hospitals; in other words, in order 
that she may ascertain by personal 
visits how the Matrons, Sisters, and 
Nurses are performing the duties 
imposed upon them in their orders. 

3. It will be observed that there 
was no design on the part of the 
Re-organization Committee to give 
the Nursing Board any functions 
beyond those which concern personnel, 
administration, and efficient discharge 
of duty by the Q.A.I.M.N.S. What, 
however, has actually happened is 
that the Inspection Reports made by 
the Matron-in-Chief or Principal 
Matron have, under the most elastic 
definition of “nursing efficiency,” 
dealt practically with everything 
about Hospitals, eg., the structure 
and arrangement of annexes, the 
painting of walls, the ward furniture, 
the equipment of the Operating 
Theatres, and, in short, with every- 
thing which seemed to the Inspecting 
Officer to require alteration. These 
Reports, framed without any necessary . 
reference tv the Medical or Command- 
ing Officers concerned, are brought to 
the notice of the Nursing Board, are 
approved without actual investigation 
by any Visiting Sub-Committee of 
the Board, and have then been sent 
directly to the Army Hospitals 
Committee. 

4. It appears to the Army Hos- 
pitals Committee that this procedure 
18 fraught with many inconveniences. 
It must be for the Army Council to 
lay down whether they desire these 
Inspection Reports to be limited to 
the matters with which under the 
re-organization scheme the Nursing 
Board was intended to deal; and if 
so, to inform the Board accordingly ;

Report of Construction Sus-Comairrezr upon the Disinrecrion of 
Hospitat Linen, &c. 


1, A very important question is raised under Gen. No. 7/85, with regard 
to which it seems most desirable that a ruling should be given by the Army 
Hospitals Committee, so that the Barrack Synopsis (Hospitals) may be 
amended accordingly. The question concerns the best method of disinfecting 
the various articles in ward use which may have become infected by faecal 
er other discharges, or by contact with a patient suffering from communicable 
disease. 


2. The hospitals contemplated under the Centralisation Scheme are large 
central and venereal hospitals, and buildings varying in size from small 
hospitals to mere detention stations, such as that already approved for 
Ewshott. There will also remain infectious hospitals for fever cases, the most 
recent type of which may be seen in the plans approved for Hounslow 
Isolation Hospital. 


3. In the central hospitals the principal sources of infection will be the 
bed and body linen of patients suffering from enteric, much of which may be 
fouled by faecal or urinary discharges. ‘There will also be a considerable 
amount of linen stained with blood after operations, and in some cases with 
septic material, ¢.g., pus or serous exudations. In certain stations the central 
hospitals will receive patients suffering from tropical and other obscure septic 
diseases, in which it is highly desirable that disinfection should be practised. 


4. In venereal hospitals provision must be made for disinfecting all linen 
which has been in contact with a soldier suffering from gonorrhea, or from 
syphilis in the primary or secondary stage. 


5. In infectious hospitals similar arrangements must be made for dealing 
with all infected linen before it is sent to the laundry. 


6. As regards venereal hospitals, the Committee is of opinion that a 
single foul bedding store—to be known as the steeping room—will be 
sufficient, and this room should be provided with an earthenware or vitreous 
enamelled iron tank for the reception of the infected linen, and over this tank 
should be mounted a pair of wringers so that after the articles are disinfected 
by steeping in an antiseptic solution they may he wrung cut to remove super- 
fluous moisture before they are sent damp to the wash. 


7. For infectious and central hospitals the arrangements should be 
similar, but it will necessary to supply two steeping tanks with wringers, as 
it would be very undesirable to mix sheets infected by fecal matter with 
stained linen from the operating room, though it must often happen that both 
classes of goods will be required to be treated at the same time. For 
infectious hospitals a single steeping room will suffice, but in central hospitals 
the steeping room should be separated from the foul bedding store, or, as it 
may more properly be termed, the soiled linen room. 


8. The Barrack Synopsis lays down that for the foul bedding store the 
area should be from about 1 foot super. per hed in a large hospital to about 
3 feet super. in a small one, and for a hospital of 240 beds the size suggested 
is 20 feet by 12 feet. It appears to the Sub-Committee that this provision 
may stand in the case of venereal and infectious hospitals where one apart- 
ment only is required, but that some increase will be necessary in the joint area 
of the two rooms required in the case of central hospitals, and in the latter type 
of hospital it is recommended that the ratio of size between the soiled linen 
room and the steeping room should be as 2 tol. There must, however, be 
space enough in the steeping room fcr a passage between, or on one side of, 

“the tanks. 
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9. The floor of the steeping room should be of asphalte, and the tanks 
must be drained from the bottom, with special precautions against the 
plugging of the drains by cotton-wool or other material. 


10. ‘The Sub-Committee recommends that type plans be got out on the 
lines above indicated, to be submitted to the Army Hospitals Committee 
through the Construction Sub-Committee.

Fourth Report of the Centralisation Sub-Committee. 





MALTA. 





. 1, In,accordance with the recommendation made in their previous Report 
the Military Hospitals in Malta were, with the authority of the Army 
Council, visited by a Sub-Committee of the Army Hospitals Committee 
consisting of the Chairman and the Deputy Director-General, A.M.S., with 
Major Hemming, acting as attached R.E. Officer, and Mr. Gann, the Secretary 
of the Committee. The inspection was carried out on April 18th to 20th. 
The Sub-Committee had the great advantage of consultation with His 
Excellency the Governor and Commander-in-Chief of Malta, and they are 
authorised to say that their recommendations have his approval and support. 


2. The Sub-Committee has received from Major Hemming a careful 
Report, printed in the Appendix, which has been of great assistance to them 
in arriving at the general conclusions they have formed as to the best method 
of solving the problem of hospital accommodation in Malta. 


3. Dealing first with existing hospitals, the Sub-Committee agrees with 
the opinion expressed so long ago as 1833 that the Valletta Hospital ‘‘ should 
be abolished as such.” The site from a military point of view is most 
unsuitable, and it is allowed that immediately upon the outbreak of hostilities 
it will be necessary that it should be evacuated. Moreover, the buildings, 
however interesting historically, are neither adapted nor adaptable to modern 
requirements (see Appendix, pp. 2,3). When, however, Valletta is evacuated 
as a hospital for garrison troops, it will: be necessary to retain a medical in- 
spection room for Valletta, and sufficient ward accommodation for the Royal 
Malta Artillery. The Sub-Committee learns from Sir Charles M. Clarke that | 
there will be no difficulty in advantageously utilising the rest of the building 
for military purposes. 


4, The hospitals at Cottonera and Imtarfa (Appendix, pp. 3, 4) are 
modern structures which, with minor alterations, may be made quite adequate 
for the purpose for which it is proposed to use them. ‘The hospital at Gozo 
(p. 5) is also adaptable. 


‘. 5. The Forrest Hospital (p. 5) is a private house held on lease expiring in 
1906, and it is not desirable that the lease should be renewed. — 


6. The Men’s Sanitarium (p. 5) at Citta Vecchia is well adapted for the 
purpose of a convalescent home, but not for a hospital to be used for acute 
cases. The Women’s Sanitarium (p. 5), also: at Citta Vecchia, appears to be 
of little value, and when the lease expires in 1905, it should not be renewed. 


7. The Sub-Committee is strongly of opinion that it is expedient and 
practicable that..all acute cases (other than venereal, itch, -and infectious) 
requiring indoor treatment should be accommodated in one central hospital, 
and that this hospital may be’ conveniently constructed on the site already 
acquired at St. Julian’s. The alternative site at Imrahel, suggested in 
Colonel Locock’s Report (Appendix, p. 8), was also viewed by the Committee, 
but did not appear to them to possess any essential advantage over the former 
site. The distance of St. Julian’s from Valletta is about four and a half miles,. 
and with good modern ambulances even under present conditions of road 
there would be no difficulty in transporting all urgent cases to the proposed 
hospital. It is believed that the land already acquired at St. Julian’s is 
sufficient for the central hospital and for an infectious hospital both for men 
and women, together with nursing staff quarters. It is not possible to speak 
with absolute certainty upon this point until the plans have been revised in 
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detail; but should it prove that the ground is insufficient, there are possi- 
bilities of extension, though it must not be forgotten that a considerable time 
ig usually consumed in negotiations for the acquisition of land in Malta, 
owing to the large number of owners concerned. 


8. For venereal and itch cases the hospital at Cottonera (158 beds) will 
afford enough accommodation. 


9. For women and children the hospital at Imtarfa, with 42 beds, appears 
to be very suitable. At the present time they are treated in the Valletta 
Mospital amidst unsatisfactory surroundings, and it would be highly un- 
advisable that any part of that hospital should be retained for them when it 
ceases to be used for soldiers except for the sick of the Malta Artillery. If 
Imtarfa becomes a hospital for women and children, no convalescent home 
will probably be needed. A créche however should, if practigable, be 
provided. 


10. In a previous Report of the Centralisation Committee on Malta (Army 
Hospitals Committee, Minute 251), the conclusion was reached that, the 
approved strength of troops in Malta being* 10,450 men with 408 officers, the 
hospital accommodation to be provided, on 3? per cent. and 5 per cent. basis 
respectively, should be 392 beds for men and 20 beds for officers. ‘The beds 
proposed for officers appear to be somewhat in excess of present requirements. 


11. It was found that of the average number constantly sick in Malta for 
the last 15 years about one-third have been suffering from venereal disease ; 
the number of beds therefore required for this class of caseis 180. Cottonera, 
with 158 beds, would thus provide not only for venereal but for itech cases. 
Taking the number of beds required for itch cases at 10, this would leave 
3839 + 20 — (180 + 10) = 269 beds to be provided in the central hospital, 
but having regard to the fact that there is a sanitarium at Citta Vecchia 
within easy reach of St. Julian’s, and that the period of hospital treatment 
may thus in many cases be materially shortened, the Sub-Committee is of 
opinion that, including officers’ beds, the 232 beds already proposed for 
St. Julian’s would be adequate. In the building as planned, additional wards 
can be provided should they be rendered necessary either by an increase of 
gairison or by a heightened sick rate. : 


12. As regards women and children, sick accommodation is certainly 
much wanted, but no sufficient information is yet available to enable the 
Committee to lay down a precise percentage of beds. In the case of South 
Africa a 3 per cent, scale has been tentatively adopted, and if the same scale 
were applied to Malta about 18 beds for women and 386 for children would be 
requisite. It appears, however, to the Committee that, for the present at 
any rate, the Imtarfa Hospital, with 42 beds, should suffice. 


13. Should this Report be apppoved by the Army Council, the Army 
Hospitals Committee will be prepared in due course to present revised plans 
and estimates in accordance with the recommendations made herein. 





APPENDIX. 


Inspection Reports sy Masor Hemmine, R.E. 


Valletta Hospital. 


The design of this block is not in any way suited to the modern require- 
ments of a hospital, although the building with its old balconies and 
picturesque courtyard is by no means an unattractive one, and the recovery 
returns are not unfavourable. 

While the administrative portions of the hospital are inconveniently 
arranged, the wards themselves are badly lighted and unsuitably pro- 
portioned. The sanitary arrangements are antiquated; the hospital is 





* Numbers since altered to 10,377 men and 404 officers requiring 3889 + 20 beds, 
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ill-ventilated, and the interior finish of the wards, e¢.g., floors and walls, leaves 
much to be desired. The principal ward is so large that it has to be divided 
by screens into serious and venereal wards; thus Sisters have to nurse on one 
side of a screen with venereal cases on the other. Again, the dining room is 
so placed as to form a passage between the wards, and at times of pressure has 
actually had to serve in the dual capacity of dining room and serious case 
ward. 

Here, as throughout the military hospitals in Malta, it was noticed that 
the stone floor of the district has been almost universally used, in spite of the 
fact that the stone, which it is difficult to lay on its true bed, is soft and 
rapidly wears away, leaving a most uneven surface, which is troublesome to 
keep clean, and which eventually has to be levelled up with fine cement con- 
crete. The Naval Hospital, which the Sub-Committee had an opportunity of 
inspecting has floors of Marmor Terrazo, a material open to other objections 
apart from expense. On the whole it is thought that a floor of local or 
Sicilian tiles over stone slabs or concrete such as is now being tried in some 
of the new married quarters in Malta will be found the most suitable for 
hospital use in the future at this station. 

As regards sanitary fittings and annexes, both here and in the other 
hospitals; it is observed that urinals have been provided. These are not given 
at home, and, except in the case of special stalls for syringing in venereal 
hospitals, are considered best omitted. 

There are practically no ward sculleries in this hospital, and any washing 
up of crockery or heating of water has to be done in the wards, where, 
until recently, no facilities at all for this purpose existed. 

There is a small operating room, but quite inadequate for the purpose. 

There is also a laboratory in which practically the whole of the laboratory 
work of the station is done at present. This state of affairs will be remedied 
when the new Hygienic Laboratory is built, the site for which was inspected 
and approved by the Sub-Committee. 

The electric lighting of this and other hospitals at Malta is not good, 
either in the matter of supply of current or in the arrangement of lamps. 
At Valletta the wards are mostly centrally lighted, so that the patients 
practically cannot read at all by artificial light. 

Although something might be done to remedy the worst of the defects 
above enumerated it would be impossible to alter the main fabric of the 
building to suit modern hospital requirements. 


Cottonera Hospital. 


This hospital, which dates back about 30 years, although far in advance 
of Valletta is still deficient in many of the requirements of a modern 
hospital. Externally the building is handsome and quite worth spending 
money on, to bring up to date. ; 

The ground floor, with the exception of a few special wards, is reserved 
for stores and other accessories, such as canteen and recreation room, 
sergeants’ mess, &c., for the R.A.M.C. The inclusion of these Jatter rooms 
within the fabric of a hospital building is open to some objection, but in 
this case must be put up with, so long as the accommodation is not required 
for other purposes. The duty room near the entrance on this floor for 
orderly N.C.O. on duty where the various bells ring from different parts of 
the hospital is the embryo of an arrangement in which most of our large 
military hospitals are wanting. 

The remaining floors are devoted to the principal wards. These are for 
the most part provided with ward sculleries, which, however, have been 
allowed to fall into disuse, and have been misappropriated for other 
purposes. It is understood that this is being remedied. 

The principal wards have annexes of modern type properly cut off by 
ventilating lobbies. The fittings are of course not of the latest pattern, and 
special shelves for draining bed-pans into the slop-sinks were askel for. As 
already decided by the Army Hospitals Committee elsewhere, a simple shelf, 
preferably of slate, is considered all that is necessary for this purpose without 
any special arrangements for drip. It was also suggested that instead of 
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2-gallon cisterns 3-gallon flushing cisterns should be provided for all wc’s: 
this 1s not considered necessary in England; and, if the apparatus is kept 
in order, is not thought to be necessary abroad. | 

It was proposed to make an improved operating-room by throwing, two 
rooms into one, but the consideration of this proposal should be postponed 
until the future of the hospital is decided upon. | 

This hospital contains the officers’ wards for the Island, five in all; the 
want of a separate messing-room and ward kitchen for officers was said to be 
much felt. The number of officers’ beds is insufficient for the whole station, 
although it was generally agreed that the full 5 per cent. would give too 
many beds in such a large garrison. 

The arrangements for hot water heating are very primitive, and will 
require renewal independently of what use the hospital may be put to, the 
system being extended to heat the operating-room, if and when improved. 

The disinfector was of the Thresh pattern. 

The disinfecting room for enteric and other infected linen was fitted with 
a steeping tank stretching across the room with a mechanical wringer at one 
end—a door at each end of the building served for the entry of the foul 
lmen, and its egress after disinfection. This is exactly on the lines of a 
room designed for similar purpose at Millbank, in accordance with the 
suggestions of the Committee. 

This hospital has in addition an incinerator, and it was considered that 
some such arrangement should be provided in all new military hospitals of 
any size or importance. 

The mortuary was also provided with a separate viewing-room, as in 
modern hospitals in England. 

It was proposed to enlarge the Nursing Sisters’ quarters, which are in a 
separate building, to take three more nurses, but as neither the numbers 
required nor the eventual use of this hospital have yet been determined, 
consideration of this suggestion must for the present be deferred. It was 
noted that the building could be still further enlarged if necessary. ) 


Imtarfa Hospital. 


This hospital has been recently enlarged, and the new portion does not 
allow much scope for criticism, the arrangements generally being up to date. 

The ventilation of the wards which is in accordance with the present 
synopsis is thought to be overdone, and the general question is one which 
might be considered by the Army Hospitals Committee at an early date: 

The use of flap ventilators in smoke flues which are rarely, if ever, quite 
silent, is found to be a cause of annoyance to patients and should be 
discontinued. 

In the ventilating lobbies to annexes the windows are often found closed, 
and the virtue of the cut-off is nullified; to avoid this, fixed glass louvres 
might be provided in these cases in place of ordinary sashes. 

The ventilating grates of the existing pattern are most antiquated, and 
should be replaced by more modern articles. It is however for consideration 
whether ventilating grates or stoves by which warm air is supposed to be 
supplied to the room in question are really effective. They are troublesome 
to put in, and it is doubtful if after a time tne air ducts remain either clear 
or clean. Civil hospitals do not adopt this form of stove by any means 
universally, or at all, in the most recent examples. 

The floors of this hospital are partly of stone and partly of Marmor 
Terrazo; where enamel paint is used on the walls, petrifying liquid is the 
agent employed, and is found to develop cracks. 

The lift, which is a hand one, works easily though slowly. Some 
additional protection by wire netting seems to be required on the first floor. 
Tt was pointed out that the cage was not large enough io take a stretcher; it 
was, however, designed to suit the length of a hospital bed only. There 
would be no difficulty in contriving a stretcher with folding handles if 
necessary. A decision as to the size of lifts in future hospitals is required. 

The want of gauze or perforated zinc in the windows of all cook-houses 
was said to be badly felt. This provision certainly appeared most desirable. 


ll 


The addition of a covered way on the first floor between the main hospital 
and the store building in rear was suggested, and was considered an 
improvement, but not an urgent one. 

There is no common dining room in this hospital or at Cottonera, and it 
was reported that there was some difficulty in getting patients to dine out of 
the wards, 1.e.,in the reading rooms. This speaks well for the service of 
dinners in these hospitals, but also points to the necessity of making the 
dining room, if provided, in new hospitals generally more attractive. 

The provision of a lavatory for the use of cooks’ assistants in all hospital 
'kitchens was suggested, and was generally concurred in by the Sub- 
Committee. 

Drying rooms were also suggested, but their necessity was not thought to 
be fully established. 


Gozo. 


The hospital on this island was not visited, as it was not considered of 
sufficient importance. Itis not up to date, and provides rather more beds 
than are likely to be necessary in the future, as the garrison is to be reduced 
in peace time to one company. It is understood there are some married 
families in this island who have no special hospital accommodation: this 
could be arranged for in the present hospital buildings without much difficulty 
or expense. 


Forrest Hospital. 


This building of three floors and an attic (excluding basement) was not 
designed for a Hospital, and does not lend itself in any way to this purpose. 
The house is held on a lease which will expire in 1906. 

The basement and ground floor are occupied by the stores and office 
respectively. The wards above are ill-lighted and ill-proportioned generally, 
and the only sanitary conveniences consist of an outside latrine on the 
ground floor, a bath room and lavatory on the first half landing, and a large 
combined annexe containing latrines, bath, and ablution benches, in the roof. 
No suggestions are made in respect of this hospital, as it is not contemplated 
to renew the tease. 


Citta Vecchia. (Men’s Sanitariwm.) 


This interesting building is eminently adapted for use as a sanitarium 
with its picturesque terraces, barraccas and courtyards, and its beautiful 
situation and prospect ; it is, however, not-suited for the purposes of a general 
hospital, and the wards and sanitary arrangements are open to the same 
criticisms as in the other cases of domestic buildings converted to hospital 
use. 

It was suggested locally to make some alteration whereby the dispensary 
could be used for operations, but, having in view the probable future use of 
the building, this was not regarded as necessary or desirable. — 

he use of white dados with colour above was considered much more 
cheerful and effective than the more usual arrangement of coloured dado 
and whitewash above. It was thought, generally, however, that the extra 
cost of painting the walls of wards, &c. in oil paint throughout was well 
worth the extra outlay. ; 


Citta Vecchia. (Women’s Samtarvum.) 


This is a private house which has been leased for the above. It is not 
particularly well suited to its purpose, having no verandahs or exercising 
ground whatever. 

It would not be worth while renewing the present lease which, it was 
stated, expires in June 1905, as it is thought that some better arrangements 
are required, including, if practicable, some means of taking care of the 
families of women when either convalescent or under treatment.

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Detention Ward, St. Andrew’s. 


Among the new services for execution at St, Andrew’s Barracks is a 
detention ward, and in view of the proposals of this Sub-Committee it was 
considered desirable to postpone commencement of this building. This was 
arranged.

As regards the future distribution of the Royal Artillery in the command,

‘““T am given to understand by the Commanding Royal Engineer that this 
cannot be expected under a year hence. | f

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* When this takes place, there will be accommodation in round numbers 
in existing buildings and out-forts for the garrison of Malta. 

“The Royal Artillery of the Central District can be accommodated in 
Upper and Lower St. Elmo, Infantry as may be necessary, being removed 
from the latter to the Cottonera lines to make way for Royal Artillery, for 
whom quarters are required. 

“Similarly, any of the Royal Artillery of the Hastern District who cannot 
be accommodated at Ricasoli can be sent to the Cottonera lines. 

“The surplus men of the Infantry battalions at present under canvas can 
also be sent to those lines. 

“T do not wish to recommend any unnecessary expenditure, but as the 
barracks in the Oottonera lines are much scattered and in no way up to 
present standard, I consider the construction of new barracks for another 
battalion at Pembroke is highly desirable. 

*« This, as you are aware, has been in contemplation for some time past, 
but no provision has yet been made. 

**The housing of the families materially depends upon whether the three 
Royal Garrison regiments are to be permanently retained in Malta; if they 
are not, there will, roughly speaking, be accommudation, after the completion 
of the quarters now in course of construction, for the families of units in the 
command. 

“Until, therefore, the future of the Royal Garrison regiments is definitely 
settled, there does not appear to be any use in putting forward a detailed 
scheme.” 


Approximate number of women 600, and children 1,200. 


EXTRACT from Cotonzt Lococn’s Report of 27/3/97 on Matra, 24/986/97. 
(Enclosure No. 7.) 


1. During the years 1883-86 the hospital accommodation at Malta was 
under consideration, and there was a proposal to build a new hospital ana to 
abolish the Valletta Hospital as such. 


2. About 1887, however, the view, and in my opinion the wiser view, 
prevailed that it was more urgent to improve the barrack accommodation 
and to diminish overcrowding, and thus to keep the men out of hospital as 
far as possible, and this view was supported by the fact that, after all, the 
recovery returns of the Valletta Hospital were not. unfavourable. 


* & * % % # 


6. The hospital accommodation has remained almost constant in’ amount 
in spite of successive increases of garrison, and it is at the present time 
insufficient in the case of the Malta Artillery, and barely sufficient, or rather 
not sufficient, to meet the requirements of the rest of the garrison, so that at 
Forrest Hospital there are patients in tents, and at Jmtarfa there are patients 
in barrack-rooms. 


7. At Imtarfa an increase of 32 beds is proposed, which will, perhaps, 
free the barrack-rooms; but on the other hand there is to be a substantial 
increase to the garrison, and the lease of Forrest Hospital with its 31 beds 
expires in 1901. 


8. But there is another point very greatly bearing on the question of 
hospital] accommodation which must also be considered. 

I was informed that one of the first measures to be taken under the 
Defence Scheme for Malta was to clear out all the patients from Valletta 
and Forrest Hospitals, and from the former all the medical stores for the 
whole of the Maltese garrison, to transfer all to Imtarfa, and to establish in 
the barracks there the principal hospital and the central medical store for the 
garrison. And this great move was to be carried out at a time when the 
Royal Engineers and the transport branch of the Army Service Corps would 
be strained to the utmost, while it would throw very greatly increased work 
on the Army Medical Department and on the supply and barrack store 
branches of the Army Service Corps.

9. Taking all these matters into consideration, it appears to me that the 
time has come when the hospital question takes the first place, all the more 
because the solution thereof will be found to aid very greatly in the 
barracking of the troops. 


10. The scheme presents itself to me as follows :— 


11. Build on St. Julian’s Hill a hospital large enough to serve the troops 
at Manoel, Tigne, Pembroke, and the forts and batteries in the neighbourhood 
as far as Fort Maddalena. About 140 beds would probably suffice, but it 
would not be absoiutely necessary to build the whole of that number at once, 
provided that sufficient accommodation to make up for the loss of Forrest 
Hospital were ready by the time the lease of that building expires in 1901. 
As to the site for a hospital on St. Julian’s Hill, see paragraph 40 (annexed) 
of my covering Report. 


12. Build the proposed addition to the Imtarfa Hospital. 


13. Build an addition to the sanitarium, as proposed in para. 90 of: the 
Memorandum on improvements to certain barracks, &c. 


14, Build a small hospital, as a ‘‘dependence” of Cottonera Hospital, on 
the Tarscien-Luca site, in connection with a barrack there. 


15. Build on a site to be selected, a hospital to replace Valletta Hospital. 
This hospital would probably not be for more than 160 beds, but should be 
susceptible of extension. In connection with it should be the main medical 
stores for the garrison. 

A site that was mentioned to me by Mr. Chadwick is Imrahel site, between 
Hamrun and 8. Antonio. It is close to the water supply pipes and to the 
railroad, and will be close to the drainage system when Hamrum is drained. 
(See para. 19 (annexed) of my covering Report.) Mr. Chadwick mentioned 
that during his five years’, residence in Citta Vecchia he frequently noticed 
that this Jmrahel site stood up clear of mist when Valletta and nearly all the 
neighbouring villages were buried in it, a fact which is very important from 
a sanitary point of view. ‘The site is about 2? miles from Porta Reale, so a 
dispensary and medical inspection room would be required at Valletta. 

If this Imrahel site is considered too far off, it might be possible to find 
another nearer Valletta, or the hospital might be built on St. Michael’s 
Bastion, a site proposed for such a purpose ever since the report of the 
Barrack and Hospital Improvement Commitiee on the Mediterranean Barracks 
and Hospitals. The Imrahel site, however, would be central for the island 
in war time and well out of fire, and it would be an advantage from a 
transport point of view to have the medical stores there rather than in 
Valletta. 


16, In order to economise personnel, and to keep down the cost of 
administration, it would be well to attach the infectious and women’s hospitals 
to the new hospitals. The women’s hospital could be conveniently located 
at Imrahel, and the infectious hospital at St. Julian’s Hill or vice versd. 


17, The Malta Artillery could retain part of Valletta Hospital. 


18. The above scheme would give about 710 beds, besides infection beds, 
for a garrison of about 10,380 warrant officers, non-commissioned officers, 
and rank and file. This is somewhat in excess of requirements, which would 
be about 624 beds for such a force; and, therefore, though plans should be 
made for the larger scheme, the building of wards for about 80 beds might 
be deferred till they are really required, 


19. The present hospital accommodation is 518 beds, found to be insufficient 
for the strength of the garrison hitherto,—about 9,700 warrant officers, non- 
commissioned officers, and rank and file. 


20. The hospital accommodation being thus provided for, the barracking 
of the troops becomes easy.

Hamrun Dratnage. 


19. . . . . This is a large village just outside Floriana, which is very 
rapidly extending, owing to its convenient situation with regard to Valletta. 

The inhabitants have already petitioned for drainage, but were informed 
that they must wait for the settlement of the Civil Government Scheme. In 
the meantime cess pits are necessarily being constructed for the new houses, 
causing needless expenditure, and establishing in a new locality a state of 
affairs which will be a lasting drawback and probable source of insanitary 
conditions, 

The matter concerns the Military directly to a certain extent, as there are 
men on the lodging list, or married without leave, who live at Hamrun; and 
indirectly, all that affects the health of the civil population so close to Valletta 
affects also military interests. 

I urged on Mr. Chadwick, therefore, that the Hamrun, t.e., the lower 
section of the Notabile-Rabat intercepting sewer, should be done at an early 
date and he agreed as to its great importance, as also did the Commander-in- 
Chief, Malta, to whom I mentioned the matter. 


St. Julian’s Hall Site. 


40. I also inspected a site on St. Julian’s Hill, in case it should be deter- 
mined to build a hospital there to take the place of Forrest Hospital in 1901. 

This is also a capital site from a sanitary point of view, high enough, open, 
well removed from villages, with fair communications, well disposed surface 
and fair soil. The water supply would probably entail pumping in order to 
make it satisfactcry, as I believe it is at about the extreme height the Civil 
Government can reach from their present system without pumping. 

When the new Sliema sewer is made, there would be no difficulty with 
regard to drainage, and the length of the connecting drain would not be 
excessive. 

The site I saw is, I think, sufficiently in rear of the Position Finding . 
Station on St. Julian’s Hill, and sufficiently to one side of any probable 
line of fire at that stativa, to render the occupation of the hospital feasible in 
time of attack on Malta.
